Hero’s homecoming for Sadat 


CAIRO (AP> •— Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat re¬ 
turned home to a hero’s wel¬ 
come Monday after opening a 
new chapter in Middle East 
history by delivering his mes¬ 
sage of “no more war" to the 


Israeli people in their own 
capital. 

"We've had enough — four 
wars in 30 years,” Sadat told 
the Israelis at the conclusion 
of a 44-hour, lG-minute visit 
on which he had gambled 
Arab unity, his political future 


and even his life. Hundreds of 
thousands of Egyptians, many 
“bused” to Cairo Airport spe¬ 
cially for the occasion, greet¬ 
ed their returning president 
with banners reading “Wel¬ 
come hero of peace." “Long 
live the leadership of Egypt" 



and “God bless your moves 
for peace.” 

Hastily-erected arches lined 
the motorcade route with 
signs such as ”God is with 
you” and “The people rally 
behind Sadat.” In Cairo, 
sirens wailed and cars honked 
their horns as crowds packed 
30 deep behind barricades 
chanted “Live. Live O 
Sadat!" 

Sadat*& Centre Party made 
every etlort to assure a tri¬ 
umphant return, apparently 
to demonstrate to other Arabs 
that his people were still be¬ 
hind their president. But the 


crowds fell short of the three 
million forecast by officials, 
and apart from the noise, the 
people appeared relatively 
subdued. Some might have 
been disappointed that Sa¬ 
dat’s mission had not pro¬ 
duced. at least publicly, a tan¬ 
gible breakthrough in peace 
negotiations. 

Among Arab leftists. Sa¬ 
dat's visit to the capita! of the 
Israeli enemy, his personal 
i-ecognition of the Jewish 
state and his call. for peace 
unleashed a murderous 
wrath, climaxing in a call for 
Sadat s assassination by the

But to millions of viewers

OTTAWA <CP» - The 
ROMP’S former director of 
counter-intelligence mysteri¬ 
ously left Canada after taking 
early retirement on full pen¬ 
sion under a special deal with 
the government. Progressive 
Conservative Tom Cossitt 
charged Monday. 

Cossitt made the statement 
after unsuccessfully seeking 
m the Commons details “sur¬ 
rounding the ROMP career of 
Leslie James Bennett, for¬ 
merly head of E Branch. I Di¬ 
rectorate. security and in¬ 
telligence.” 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told the MP he had never 
heard the name and promised 
to refer the matter to Solici¬ 
tor-General Francis Fox, ab¬ 
sent Monday. 

Later, an RCMP spokesman 
refused to answer questions 
<xi the matter. 

Cossitt said outside the 
Commons that Bennett left 
the force one or two y'ears ago 
in connection with the top- 
secret RCMP file code named 
Operation Featherbed. 

The Conservative MP has 
charged that the Featherbed 
file concerns the activities of 
senior civil servants suspect¬ 
ed of having espionage con¬ 
nections with Communist gov¬ 
ernment representatives. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman in 
the prime minister’s office 
said Monday that the Tas- 
chereau papers, concerning a 

royal commission set up in 


the late 1840s to investigate 
espionage among government 
employees, are being exam¬ 
ined by the government. 

The papers have been 
locked in the national ar¬ 
chives and published reports 
have s&id the findings are the 
source of much of the current 
RCMP scandals. 

Fox has confirmed the exis¬ 
tence of the file, but retused 
to reveal details, citing its ex¬ 
tremely' sensitive nature. 

Cossitt told reporters Mon¬ 
day that government, involve¬ 
ment from the highest levels 
prevented Bennett from dis¬ 
closing information on the file 
and resulted in his leaving 
Canada. 

Cossitt said his sources had 
told him that Bennett former¬ 
ly worked in the British se¬ 
cret service before coming to 
the RCMP. 

Cossitt said he knew the 
country' Bennett was curreni- 
ly living in and would try to 
reach him within the next 
several days. There are un¬ 
confirmed reports that Ben¬ 
nett was in Australia. 

The MP said he could not 
reveal any of the circum¬ 
stances as to why Bennett left 
the force or whether he was 
fired. 

TTie contents of the Feath¬ 
erbed file were much broader 
than had first been realized, 
and now* included information 
embarrassing to the Liberal 
government on military 
agreements, he said.

CAIRO (Reuters _ Pre¬ 
parations for reconvening the 
Geneva Middle East peace 
conference have been com¬ 
pleted as a result of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's visit 
to Israel. Egypt’s Middle East 
news agency quoted an of¬ 
ficial Egyptian spokesman as 
saying Monday. 

The news agency said the 
spokesman, who accompanied 
Sadat on his visit to the Jew¬ 
ish state, did not give a date 
or explain how'the main bar¬ 
rier to reconvening the con¬ 
ference - the question of rep¬ 
resentation of the Palestine 
liberation Organization has 
been overcome. 

The agency quoted him as 
saying: “The visit was 100 
per cent successful. The 
Israelis have tried since the 
first day of the visit to settle 
all problems between Egypt 
and Israel and sign a (sepa¬ 
rate! peace treaty', but Pres¬ 
ident Sadat refused the offer.” 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Post¬ 
master-General Jean-Jaeques 
Blais said Monday there will 
be an across-the-board in¬ 
crease In postal rates April l 
to help offset the rapidly-ris¬ 
ing post office deficit.

Relatives of missing persons in Argentina demonstrate in Buenos Aires 

Help us: Argentines’ plea 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) — Street demonstrators called 
for help from U S State Secretary Cyrus Vance on Mon¬ 
day as he bagan talks with Argentine officials on the sta¬ 
tus of thousands of jailed or missing persons. 

About 100 women, relatives of missing persons, stood to¬ 
gether in a crowd surrounding the tree-lined Plaza San 
Martin in downtown Buenos Aires where Vance placed a 
wreath at the statue of the hero of Argentine indepen¬ 
dence. 

The women waved white handkerchiefs and shouted in 
Spanish: “Vance, Vance. Ayudenos, ayudenos” (Help 
us. help us), urging the secretary to aid them in their ef¬ 
forts to locate family members. 

Vance smiled and waved to the women, who are known as 
“the crazy women of Plaza de Mayo" because they regu¬ 
larly defy authorities by gathering at the plaza outside 


the presidential palace to exchange scraps of news about 
their relatives either missing or imprisoned by security 

forces. 

Vance is on a four-day trip to South America which also 
will take him to Brazil and Venezuela. 

He raised the human rights issue at meetings with Ar¬ 
gentine President Jorge Videla and top military and for¬ 
eign ministry officials. 

The secretary asked about the fate of 7,500 Argentines 
whose names are on an unauthenticated list compiled 
by U.S. human rights groups. U.S. officials said the U.S. 
embassy would ask Argentine officials for a case-by-case 
report, but they said it was impossible for the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to vouch for the authenticity of the names on the 
list.

Radio signals 
scuttle launch 


CAPE CANAVERAL, l'la. 
(UPI) — Space agency offi¬ 
cials met for hours Monday to 
determine whether mysteri¬ 
ous radio signals should fur¬ 
ther postpone the launch of a 
European weather satellite. 

But a NASA spokesman 
said the officials don't be 
lieve the signals on the same 
frequency as the command- 
destruct system of the Delta 
rocket being readied for 
launch would have des 
troyed the vehicle had liftoff 
occurred as planned Sunday 
night. 

“It was a very weak signal, 
but it was on that frequency." 
said the spokesman, adding 
that officials scrubbed the 
launch of the Meteosat 1 sat¬ 
ellite as a precaution because 
of the unidentified signals. 

Officials began meeting 
Monday morning and were 
still meeting more than five 


hours later, the spokesman 
said. There was some indica¬ 
tion the satellite might be 
launched Monday night, al¬ 
though no decision had been 
reached. 

A command destruct sys¬ 
tem is built into every rocket 
so the vehicle can be des¬ 
troyed in case it goes off 
course or malfunctions after 
liftoff. 

Officials said the signals 
were discovered during a test 
of the rocket’s electrical sys¬ 
tem last Wednesday. A scrub 
decision was made by John 
E. Yardley, NASA's associ¬ 
ate administrator for space 
flight. 2'/4 hours before Sun¬ 
day's scheduled launch. 

The 1,535-pound, drum¬ 
shaped satellite is owned by 
the European Space Agency, 
which expects it to improve 
European weather forecast¬ 
ing significantly. 


Mirror cancels 
London edition 

LONDON (Reuter) — The management of The 
Daily Mirror gave notice of dismissal Monday to all 
journalists on its London editions and ceased publica¬ 
tion in the capital indefinitely. 

The move follows the breakdown of long-running 
pay negotiations with the journalists, who are de¬ 
manding increases of *3,000 ($6,000) a year to bring 
them in line with the printing department. 


The journalists were told they would not be allowed 
to return to work unless they agreed to a manage¬ 
ment offer, basically a ‘1,500 ($3,000) increase.

It's over-simplifying to say this was a strug 
gle between pro and anti-development forces, 
but by even such a crude measure. Vantreight. 
Paterson and Severson, who finished one. two, 
three in the four-seat aldermanic run. can loose 
ly be called pro-development. So the anti-devel¬ 
opment people can hardly be said to have 
dumped Lum. 

It was Aid. John Mika's forceful questions on' 
proposed zoning for Lum’s own land, together 
with the mayor’s lack of leadership qualities, 
which left enough voters incensed or suspicious 
to take a chance on former alderman Mel Cou- 
velier. 

Sturrock. the fourth alderman elected, is 
generally lumped with the Mika forces but this is 
a simplistic view. The former deputy minister 
is likely to join Mika and. hopefully, others, in 
demanding better background information be 
fore council voting. 

Couvelier faces the possibilty of a frequently 
split council if his aldermen don't have the 
stature to take each issue as it comes, weigh it on 
Its merits and exercise considerable tolerance 
for other views. 

The elections prove again, if more proof was 
needed, what a mystery the Capital Region 
Board is to most municipal ratepayers. 

In Victoria, we have Mike Young strong 
enough to win another term as mayor by accla 
mation — but losing his scat on the regional 
board. In Saanich we have Mika, who topped the 
aldermanic polls last time around, almost losing 
in his bid for a board seat. 

Mika had supporters tell him in the days 
before the election that they weren’t going to 
vote for him to join the board because he was too 
badly-needed on council. Clearly, too many rate¬ 
payers don't understand that only council mem¬ 
bers are eligible to represent municipalities on 
the board. 

Couvelier didn't even run for the regional 
board, reasoning he would have his hands full as 
mayor if elected. So we now have a situa¬ 
tion where the mayors of the two largest com¬ 
munities in the district are not sluing on this 
important body 

A suggestion: both Young and Couvelier be 
named alternates by all of their council mem¬ 
bers on the regional board. The mayors could 
then attend regional board meeUngs, replacing 
each of their aldermen in turn. It’s important to 
the welfare of the entire district that the consi¬ 
derable spirit of co-operation on the regional 
board be maintained — and that means having 
mayors who are informed. 

The aldermanic election in Oak Bay Is, at 
first blush, surprising in that the articulate Peter 
Bunn, with a solid reputation from lengthy 
school board service, had such a difficult Ume 
squeezing past Norm Pimlott for the third and 
last council seat. But Pimlott, too. had given 
eight years to his community. 

Perhaps people in Oak Bay just don’t like to 
be unsettled and weren't all that grateful to Bunn 
for “bringing them democracy,” as he put it, by 
running as a fourth candidate for three vacant 
council seats. 

There is one message above all that the 
voters in the Capital district delivered once 
again Saturday. It is that most of them find 
the periodic scramble for political power at the 
municipal level a yawn. In Victoria, one in five 
voters turned out. In Saanich, the one place there 
was a little campaigning heat, one in three. 

That’s democracy. Few issues mean few 
votes. Shameful as it is. it beats the 98 per cent 
voter turnout in the Soviet Union — where 
there is no choice on the ballot

TORONTO — Many people have pro 
fessed to see parallels between what has 
happened In Britain and what is going 
on in Canada — the economy dlsinte 
grating, productivity dropping, currvn 
cy crumbling, prices rising, inflation 
rampant, government in chaos, the na 
tional debt astronomical, union power 
insatiable and so on. 

In both countries leadership is flabby 
and demoralization high. Only Canada \ 
vast natural resources keep us floating 
Ironically, it is the “hewers of wood 
drawers of water" aspect of our country 
lhat enables us to live well. And still we 
are sinking. 

In Canada there are the beginnings 
of movements or groups to restore san 
ily. to take action in a non-partisan way 
In Britain this has already happened 

The most interesting of the mov e 
ments that have evolved there, directly 
because of the chaos created by the 
I-abor government, is something called 
ihe National Association For Freedom 
(NAFF) which is a libertarian move 
ment that could be called “militant 
moderate." It has its own fortnightly 
newspaper, the Free Nation and it is 
distinguished by its courage, common 
sense and its principles. Ideological en 
emies try to brand it as Fascist and. as a 
result, legal suits have been launched — 
and won. NAFF well understands the 
Leninist dictum that if you label some¬ 
thing effectively, you don't have to 
argue with it." 

When ideologues name-call, moder 
ate MPs from all parties have angrily 
defended NAFF's reputation, even 
(hough they may disagree with it 

In its.brief existence NAFF has ef 
fectlvely campaigned against such 


things as the "closed shop’ and has 
fought for dismissed employees. It has 
taken legal action on behalf of individu 
als who've suffered because of trade 
union coercion or malpractice. It has 
taken to the Fnrnpean Court of Human 
Bights at Strasbourg cases where Bril 
ish laws have undermined individual 
rights. It has prevented illegal boycotts 
of mail by postal workers. It has sue 
cessfully fought bureaucratic, union 
educational and social violations 
against individuals 

It it possibly Britain's most influen 
lial group fighting for individual liber 
ties and collective responsibility 

Its 15-point Charter of Rights and 
Liberties includes the right to be defend 
ed against the country's enemies: the 
right to live In peace: freedom of mos e- 
ment. religion, speech and publication 
freedom of assembly and lawful assn 
elation (freedom to belong or not to 
belong to a trade union nr employer's 
association); the right of private ow 
nership. the right to dispose of pfo 
petty: freedom from coercive monopo 
lies; freedom to engage in private en¬ 
terprise without harassment: the right 
to protection from invasion of privacy 
And so on. 

These may seem pretty basic — but 
think about them and you will quickly 
see how many are threatened by in 
creasing centralized government, by 
creeping bureaucracy, by dictatorial 
unions and by rapacious big buiness 

NAFF's newspaper, the Free Nation 
deals mostly with local British labor 
and political issues, yet touches on 
broad, universal problems of today 's 
world — namely totalitarianism 



Here are excerpts from a recent 
editorial which reflects, belter than 
paraphrasing. NAFF's basic outlook 
Judge for youself: 

"The confusion and treachery of 
Western policy Is most visible in Rhode 
sla where Dr. David Owen and Andrew 
CThe-Cubans-are-a-force-for-stability’) 
Young have been trying to impose an 
Anglo-American scheme to disband the 
local security forces. They have pur 
sued this plan despite the fact that 
Rhodesia’s defence chief. General Peter 
Walls, has given repeated assurances 
that Rhodesia’s security forces would 
loyally serve a democratically-elected 
black majority government, and despite 
the fact that their disbandment would 
leave the moderate black majority, as 
well as the white community, with no 
defences against Marxist terrorism 


"The British and American govern 
ments seem bent on handing over Rho 
desia to some local Idl Amin or ’Emper 
or Bokassa' as quickly as possible, on 
the basis of a policy ‘Down wlth-the 
white-man. right or wrong' 

“Two top secret Presidential Review 
Memoranda that were recently leaked 
to the American press, disclosed a plan 
to abandon much of East Asia (starting 
with Taiwan) and accept a reduced 
base line' position throughout the world 
that would mean conceding to Russia a 
position of strategic superiority and of 
accepting, in the event of a Soviet attack 
on West Germany, that at least a third 
of its territory would have to be surren 
dered — permanently 

"Against this backdrop, the need for 
a decisive conservative initiative from 
Europe is more striking than ever. The 
European leader who is most likely to 
give it Is Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, 
whose recent speeches reveal the depth 
of her adherence to Western tradition 
and a philosophy of freedom that is 
equally opposed to fascism and comma 
nism. the right and left feet of social 
ism’." 

Would anyone of middle-road com 
mon sense argue with the above? Yet 
how often does one hear or see these 
sentiments from our media, not to men 
lion politicians regardless of patty? Sel¬ 
dom. And that is part of what is wrong 
with Canada today — and the Western 
world. 

At least In Britain a voice for sanity 
and courage is beginning to be heard 
Where is such a voice in Canada -

The ‘fail-safe’ system 
of the Liberal Party 


OTTAWA — Even if Joe 
Clark's Conservatives should 
win the next election — and 
Max Saltsman doesn't think 
at this point they will — they 
will fall far short of winning 
full power, warns this rather 
right-wing New Democratic 
MP for the Western Ontario 
riding of Waterloo-Cam- 
b ridge. 

This is so for many rea 
sons, he says. 

Chief among them is the 
'Liberal party's Inflexible 
Rule No. 1, he relates, “a 
command understood and 
carried out from the day a 
person becomes a member 

"And that is loyalty. Loyal¬ 
ty of the member to the 
patty, but more important, 
loyalty of the party to the 
member." 

An ordinary citizen joins 
the Liberal Party and there is 
the immediate understanding 
that he will be "looked after 
— that there will be some¬ 
thing for him. no matter how 
inconsequential — if he keeps 
the faith. 

Understood, of course, is 
that hard work and devotion 
will lead from inconsequen¬ 
tial to more substantial re¬ 
wards. • 

Become a candidate for the 
Liberals and there Is no such 
thing as losing.

UN conference: educating 
for a better environment 


TBILISI, GEORGIA. 
U.S.S.R. — Long gone is the 
contentious mood of the 1972 
United Nations Conference 
on the Environment in Stock 
holm. Then, the American 
environmentalists Barry 
Commoner and Paul Ehrlich 
publicly slanged each other 
over whether loo many peo¬ 
ple or too few resources were 
to blame for the world's 
growing ecological mess 
The Soviet Union and the 
rest of the Eastern bloc 
stayed away because the UN 
had not fully recognized the 
German Democratic Repub 
lie; the Third World accused 
the industrialized nations of 
using "pollution problems ’ 
as an excuse to keep it under 
developed; and anthropoid 
gist Margaret Mead warned 
of the need for a “Copernican 
Revolution" in thinking. If we 
were not to Irreversibly dam 
age the natural world 
That revolution is now 
under way Since Stockholm, 
there have been the UN Habi 
tat Conference on Human 
Settlements in Vancouver in 
1975 and the UN Desertifica 
rion Conference in Nairobi 
this August and September 
In 1972 a bare 10 nations 
had environment programs, 
today the number is 70 
The need for an “environ¬ 
mental ethic" is universally 
accepted. Third World atti¬ 
tudes towards the First 
World have shifted dramati 
cally from "give us some of 
your pollution and then we 
will talk about controlling it" 
to "the environment is our 
common problem " 


There surely is a goldmine 
of research for social scien¬ 
tists in a recent experiment 
by the Detroit Free Press. 
The newspaper offered 120 
families in the city 8500 If 
they would not look at televi¬ 
sion for a month. 

Five hundred dollars, even 
in these days of inflation. Is a 
fair amount of money and one 
would think that any family 
could find good use for it. But 
what was the result of the 
Free Press offer? 

For the 120 families ap¬ 
proached. only 27 agreed to 
go along with the deal. The 
others presumably felt that 
they could not live without 
the tube for 30 days. Of those 
who agreed to take the money 
and let the TV go, the paper 
chose five families of varying 
social and economic back¬ 
grounds and sent TV repair¬ 
men to their homes to discon¬ 
nect their sets for a month.

In 
schools, it should not be a 
separate subject but should 
“permeate” existing 
courses; in higher education 
professionals, such as engt 
neers and town planners, 
should have a compulsory en 
vironmental element in their 
studies. 

Most Importantly, radio 
and television should be ex¬ 
tensively used in developing 
countries where illiteracy 
was high.

Terrorism growing

West German heroics In the 
air piracy rescue at Mogadi 
shu. Somalia, and last year's 
Israeli achievement at En 
icbbe. Uganda, thrilled the 
public. 

The sad news remains, 
however, in the words of an 
international expert on sky¬ 
jackings and bombings, that 

terrorism Is definitely a 
growth industry. While we 
are sort of a plateau right 
now. we are waiting for the 
Neil Armstrong of terrorism 
who will take the very fearful 
step Into the future where we 
will see. I think, an enhanced 
form of terrorism very much 
more devastating and using a 
much higher degree of tech¬ 


nology than terrorists have 
displayed up to now." 

The author of these words 
is Dr. H. H. A. Cooper, a 
professor at the Institute for 
Advanced Studies in Justice 
of the American University in 
Washington, D C. Cooper's 
analysis of what makes a ter¬ 
rorist “tick” and what lawful 
society can do to stem his 
activities are revealed in a 
Just-published summation of 
his recent testimony before a 
subcommittee of the Senate 


Judiciary' Committee 

Cooper disputes a popular 
belief that terrorists are mo¬ 
tivated by political ideology. 
He uses the words “moronic, 
blind soldierly obedience of 
followers, not leaders 
Ideology Is only the rational¬ 
ization for acts of terrorism. 
The seeds of such violence 
are in some people’s souls 
rather than their brains." 

He also sees links between 
sexuality abuses and the for¬ 


mation and manipulation of 
terrorist groups, citing proof 
of the accuracy of this obser 
vation through the actions of 
the Symbiorjese Liberation 
Army, the Weather Under 
ground, even the Baader 
Meinhof gang that perpetrat¬ 
ed the recent German air 
liner hijacking. "In plain 
terms," he said, “the politics 
of sex are more influential in 
terrorism than the politics of 
Mao, Trotsky or Ho Chi 
Mlnh." Also, he said, "there 
is evidence of a powerful con¬ 
nection between drugs and 
terrorism.” 

In analyzing the nature of 
the terrorists, Cooper says: 
“The ideal terrorist Is one 



Men-for-marks trade jumps 
for East German captors

A few weeks ago. Arthur Reichert, a West German 
charter bus operator, received a telephone call from Berlin 

He was Instructed to drive from his home near Hanau. 
just west of Frankfurt, across the East German border to 
Karl Marx Stadt. Instead of one bus, he w as to bring two. His 
cargo would be larger than usual 

Reichert has been making the round trip across the 
border for 15 years, a link In the chain of human traffic 
between communist East Germany and West Germany 

His passengers are prisoners released from East Ger¬ 
man jails and permitted to leave the country In exchange for 
West German cash. 

Although neither government will discuss the system of 
inenschenhandel (trade in humans), qualified sources esti¬ 
mate that an average of 1,300, most of them prisoners, are 
ransomed every year at an estimated annual cost of *21 
million. 

Economically troubled East Germany needs the money, 
particularly West Germany's hard currency. 

The number of prisoners released so far this year Is 
below average, so Western experts expect a surge of traffic 
in the next few weeks. 

“They have paid as much as 1 million marks (9444,000) 
for one prisoner, but the average is 50,000 marks,” Rainer 
Hildebrandt, president of the Aug. 13 Working Committee, 
said in a recent interview. 

The group, named for the date in 1961 when the commu¬ 
nist regime started building the wall that separates East 
Berlin from West Berlin, monitors the treatment of political 
dissidents In East Germany. It deplores the men-for-marks 
trade. 

Since 1962. the Bonn government has reportedly paid the 
equivalent of $318 million to free prisoners. Private organi¬ 
zations, particularly the West German Evangelical Church, 
have paid additional sums to release other prisoners. 

According to Hildebrandt, there are about 6,000 polili 
cal prisoners in East Germany. He believes that the lucra 
tive trade encourages the East German authorities to jail 
even minor offenders. 

A large percentage of the ransomed prisoners are 
people who were locked up for trying to leave the country or 
helping others in escape attempts. Some are members of 
professional escape organizations. Others are well-known 
political dissidents. Some are Western spies. 

Amnesty International, the London-based organization 
that recently won a Nobel Peace prize for Its work on behalf 
of political prisoners, criticized the sale of prisoners In its 
recent report on East Germany but admitted that a large 
number of Individuals had benefitted from the trade. 

East Germany denies that It has any political prisoners, 
but the Amnesty International report said that of the 31.965 
prisoners released by the East German government in late 
1972 and early 1973, about 4.000 were political prisoners 
Political prisoners in East Germany number between 3,000 
and 7,000, It said. 

The West German government sees the trade In prison 
rrs as a humanitarian activity. It considers that It has a 
moral and legal obligation to absorb all persons of German 
nationality who flee or are expelled from East Germany and 
other East European states. 

The key German communist figure In the trade Is 


Wolfgang Vogel, an East Berlin attorney with high-level 
connections in the regime of President Erich Honecker. 
Vogel attracted International attention In 1962 when he 
negotiated the exchange of the late Francis Gary Powers, 
pilot of a Cl A spy plane that had been shot down in the Soviet 
Union, for Col Rudolf Abel, a Soviet spy who had been 
captured in New York. 

When Arthur Reichert's buses recently travelled from 
Karl Marx Stadt to the border crossing at Herlehsuasn with 
their 87 passengers, Vogel was there, along with Juergen 
Stange, a SST Berlin lawyer who represents West Germany 
in the prisoner negotiations. 

Vogel once rationalized the system as "a humanitarian 
service by which everyone benefits.” a 

"Who Is morally better?” ha was quoted as saying. “Ha 
who buys or he who sells?” 

The lawyers and East German police escorted the buses 
at high speed to the crossing point. The buses passed the 
heavy barriers without examination and were met on the 
other side by West German border police. 

The new arrivals were then driven to a reception center 
at Giessen, where they were interrogated by German and 
American intelligence agents. 

Among the prisoners who came out with Reichert, some 
had been sentenced to terms as short aS' three years for 
attempting to escape. Others had been sentenced to terms 
ranging up to life. 

One of them, Wolfgang Defort, a 35-year-old engineer, 
was sentenced in 1973 for “dangerous agitation against the 
state.” He escaped in 1975. Recaptured, Defort wrote Vogel 
to complain about being held In solitary confinement. 

In this way, Defort got on Vogel's list of candidates for 
release that was sent to Stange. The Bonn lawyer also had a 
list. And the two bargained on a common list. 

The two Germanys have a form of diplomatic relations 
but Bonn apparently prefers not to transfer money directly 
lo East Berlin. It prefers to use the good offices of the 
Evangelical Church. 

The first prisoners were paid for with goods urgently 
needed in the less prosperous communist state — fertilizer, 
drugs, coffee and fruit as well as manufactured goods 

"After one of these deals had been made, we would send 
someone to the East Berlin food markets to check on 
whether, say, a shipment of oranges had arrived." Erich 
Mende, a member of parliament who participated in the 
original negotiations, said recently. "With cash, you 
wouldn’t be able lo tell what happened to the money.” 

According to the conservative, influential daily Frank¬ 
furter Allgemelne Zeltung, the East German government 
has infiltrated some escape organizations and even set up 
phony groups that offer to help individuals flee to the West. 

This has enabled East Germany to collect money from 
families and friends in the East who are willing to pay to get 
people out of the communist state and to track down the 
defectors and Jail them. Then the same people can be 
ransomed for more money from the West. 

The only persons who can expect to emigrate to the West 
legally from East Germany are persons retired on pensions. 
East Germany frowns on emigration because of the embar 
rassment It causes the regime. Besides, it has a chronic 
labor shortage. 
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Innocent

human suffering, his own as 
well as that of others, with 
total detachment. Thinking 
about the victim as a loving 
husband or widowed mother 
produces vacillation. 

"The dedicated terrorist 
must be committed to merci¬ 
less destruction.” 

Cooper said skyjackings 
started In the late 1940s and 
often were applauded be¬ 
cause. at the start, they In¬ 
volved escapes by oppressed 
people from behind the Iron 
Curtain. Objections did not 
surface, generally, until such 
terroristic acts affected the 
rest of us — in about 1961. 

He also sees the threat of 
greatly expanded terrorism 
ahead unless stern actions 
are taken. Pointing to recent 
acts of nature like floods and 


blackouts, he said, "these 
acts of nature could very 
easily have been replicated 
by terrorist action. I would 
expect to see in the not too 
distant future attacks on 
major sources of energy, par 
tlcularly power stations, oil 
refineries and other sensitive 
targets." 

What can be done to ward 
off such attacks? 

"First,” Cooper said, 
"there is urgent need for 
greatly enhanced programs 
of research into terrorism. 
y.S. federal agencies have 
been too timid in this matter, 
to the advantage only of the 
terrorists. 

"Second, there must be a 
greater intelligence capacity 
within the constitutional 
framework of the United 
States. We ought never to be¬ 


come so paranoid that we 
imagine a terrorist under 
every bed, but If we can in¬ 
duce in the terrorists the fear 
of a secret policeman under 
his bed, the rest of us will all 
sleep more soundly. If we 
don't do something, terror¬ 
ism will move from Its con¬ 
temporary 'bow and arrow’ 
stage to something much 
more devastating. 

“Last, the news media has 
a vital role to play. 

"A big part of the payoff for 
the terrorist is in media pub¬ 
licity. No innocent victim 
should have to pay with his 
life for another's moment of 
false glory. Let the media 
rise to the challenge." 

Cooper pointed to the 
three-ring circus staged by 
television and radio early this 
year during the Washington 


siege of the Hanafi-Muslim 
terrorists. Two hundred peo¬ 
ple were taken hostage, one 
man was killed, another 
paralyzed for life and scores 
are still suffering from the 
trauma of their experience. 

The coverage was such. 
Cooper said, that "the use of 
the mini-camera and instant 
broadcasts revealed the oper¬ 
ational activities of the police 
to the terrorists and the ter¬ 
rorists, in effect, were aided 
and abetted.” 

Sen. Strom Thurmond, de¬ 
scribed Cooper as “one of the 
best witnesses I have ever 
heard testify before a senate 
committee.” Thurmond also 
pledged his efforts in the in 
terest of legislation that will 
avoid what Cooper sees as a 
frightening future regarding 
terrorism.

CHICAGO, III. — World 
premiere Tippett And heav¬ 
en-calling Mahler were high¬ 
lights ot Sir Georg Solti's 
autumn weeks with his Chi¬ 
cago Symphony, but the most 
important happening was 
contractual rather than musi¬ 
cal. 

The maestro agreed to a 
new contract which extends 
his directorship here for an¬ 
other five years. Happy 
news, for surely the Solti-Chi- 
cago Symphony tie has been 
felicitous for all concerned. 
Solti has had a brilliant in-1 
strument to shape around his 
personality. The orchestra 
has been captapulted into 
world prominence, a boon 
also to the good name of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Sir Georg will do double 
duty starting In 1979. when 
for three years he also as¬ 
sumes the artistic director¬ 
ship of the London Philhar¬ 
monic. 

Chicago was assured, how¬ 
ever, there will be no reduc¬ 
tion in his local involvement, 
that he will continue to be 
available approximately 14 
weeks a season, as has been 
his schedule in the past In 
fact, the London responsibili¬ 
ties mean he will phase out 
ties with the Vienna Philhar¬ 
monic, which could mean 
more recording dates for 
Solti with the Chicago Sym¬ 
phony. 

The conductor, according 
to spokesmen from the Chi¬ 
cago Orchestral Association, 
also will be involved in in¬ 
creased touring, television, 
and syndicate radio exposure 
with the orchestra. 

Fourteen weeks a year 
may not seem much, when 
compared with musical 
directors of the past: Theo¬ 
dore Thomas, the orchestra's 
founder, would do 23 weeks 
out of 24; Frederick Stock. 27 
of 28; Fritz Reiner, 20 of 28. 

But those were different 
times with shorter seasons, 
and today the supermen of 
the podium — like Solti and 
von Karajan — are driven to 
extend their authority across 
larger musical regions of the 
world. Transportation and 
tempo make them behave 
differently. So, for the long 
term, Chicago keeps its part- 
time, highly energetic, visi¬ 
ble, immensely-talented 
music director. 

For the short term, we had 
some splendid programs in 
Orchestra Hall during the 
opening weeks of the sym¬ 
phony's 87th season. 

One highlight was the pair¬ 
ing of Bruckner’s lushly sono¬ 
rous Seventh Symphony with 
the world premiere of Sir Mi¬ 
chael Tippett's Symphony 
No. 4.

ten and to beam as the Chica¬ 
go ensemble poured forth the 
multi-textured, intricate new 
work. The Englishman has 
become a facile manipulator 
of musical effects. He plays 
with rhythms and the poten¬ 
tials of instruments, demand¬ 
ing the utmost of musicians. 

Solti and company re¬ 
sponded. from the sighing of 
a wind machine at the start of 
the 30-minute, uninterrupted 
score, to a climax that stuns 
the listeners by combining 
the strings in snip-snappy 
triplets with the brass as 
booming, resounding echoes. 

The program notes tell one 
that the symphony expresses 
the course of human life, 
from the first breath to last. 
But it is not necessary to hold 
such pictures.

So it was, too, a few weeks 
later when Solti elicited a 
prolonged standing ovation 
from his hearers following an 
emotionally shattering 
Mahler Eighth, the so-called 
Symphony of a Thousand. 

Sir Georg used but 450. 
More than enough. The 
storms and calms of sound, 
the precisions of attack were 
spectacular. But most im 
pressive was the maestro's 
increasing grasp of philoso¬ 
phy and symbolism. 

His strenght has alway 
been in power, in surging 
drive, in musical energy. His 
weakness, if such it could 
be called, came when music 
required a spirituality of ut¬ 
terance. 

The orchestra. Margaret 
Hillis' orchestra chorus, the 
Glen Ellyn (Illinois) Chil¬ 
drens Chorus, and the bevy 
of soloists understood. Those 
soloists, for the record. In¬

City captures Cook’s 


On a recent trip tn England, 
city archivist Ainslie Helmc-k- 
en got his hands on a real 
prize, a 21-j»ipce dessert set of 
china which was once part of 
the household property of 
Capt. James Cook. 

But like he true archivist he 
in Jtelinoken isn’t hanging 
onto his possession. He's don¬ 
ating it to the city of Victoria. 

The collection is actually 
only half of the original set. 
The other half is at the Cook 
Museum in Great Ayton, 
Yorkshire. England. 

Helmcken said the china 


would be on permanent dis¬ 
play at Victoria City Hall as 
soon as he found a suitable 
cabinet for it. During next 
year's bicentenary of Capt 
Cook’s landing at Nootka. 
part of the collection will be 
loaned to the Maritime Muse¬ 
um and to the city of Van¬ 
couver for display. 

Helmcken said that with the 
collection came proof that the 
china belonged to the Cook 
household. 

"We re sure that it was in 
possession of Mrs. Cook. 
Whether it was already part 


of thesjiousehold before Cook 
died, we can’t establish," 
Helmcken said. 

He was made aware of the 
collection by Kenneth Savory 
of Duncan, who had inherited 
it as part of an estate follow¬ 
ing the death of an aunt. 

"Ken phoned me one day 
and asked if I wanted to bor¬ 
row some Cook memorabilia 
for next year’s celebration." 
Helmcken said. 

In the end. he bought the

Axe for water district 
a last resort, says Curtis

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis said late Monday 
night the provincial govern¬ 
ment would dissolve the 
' Greater Victoria Water Dis¬ 
trict "as a last resort" it the 
i iVWD is unable to come to 
an agreement, with the Capital 
Region District and the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula Water Commis¬ 
sion on a water supply for the 
peninsula. 

It the (IVWD were to be dis¬ 
solved, Curtis said, its func¬ 
tion would be taken over by 
the Capital Region. 

Dissolving the GVWD "Is an 
option, but I don’t deny that it 
could be done," he said. 

"We’d rather see a solution 
between the GVWD. the CRD 
and the water commission, 
without that action necessary. 
I think the thing can be 
solved.” 

Curtis was commenting on 
a decision by Sidney council 
late Monday night to refer the 
impasse in water negotiations 
to the provincll go\ernment. 

Council’s committee of the 
whole recommended "to rep¬ 
resentatives on the Saanich 
Poninsufa Water Commission, 
meeting on Nov. 24 (Thurs¬ 
day!, that tire matter of a 
water supply through the 
i iVWD be referred to either 


the minister of municipal af¬ 
fairs or the Water Rights 
Branch for a final resolution.' 

Councillors were unhapjy 
with the GVWD's proposal 
that Saanich be allowed to 
take one million gallons of 
water a day. free of charge, 
from the section of pii>eline 
that would run through that 
municipality. The section 
would be paid for by the pen¬ 
insula. 

Saanich Peninsula region 
directors would like their con¬ 
stituents to pay the same for 
water that Victorians pay 
18 cents a thousand gallons. 

According to projected fig¬ 
ures last month, peninsula 
water users may end up pay¬ 
ing about 5m cents a thou¬ 
sand gallons for water when it 
arrives on the peninsula in 
about a year. 

North Saanich mayor-elect 
George Westwood. Sidney 
Aid. Jerry Tregaskis and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich Aid. Dave Hill 
region directors for their re- 
spective municipalities 
agreed on Monday that they 
would seek to lower the 
wholesale price of water to 18 
cents a thousand gallons. 

The GVWD suggested this 
summer that peninsula resi¬ 
dents pay SI.22 a thousand 
gallons, although Victoria. 
Saanich. Oak Bay and Esqui¬ 


mau were paying 18 cents a 
thousand gallons. 

The GVWD ’proposal imme¬ 
diately hit strong opf>osition. 
particularly from Central 
Saanich farmers Westwood 
also lambasted the GVWD. 
saying last month that it re¬ 
sponds only to the wishes of 
its "corporate owners." 

Westwood said Monday "the 
time has come to consider a 
regional public utility so all 
the i>eople can have even- 
handed rates." 

In addition to paying a 
wliolesale price for water, 
peninsula water users can ex¬ 
pect to pay "something less 
than $4 per month per connec¬ 
tion" for the capital expense 
-of laying the line, Westwood 
said. 

He said larger volume users 
like hotels could expect to pay 
something greater than the $4 
per connection figure. 

He said the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula Water Commission saved 
$248,000 by buying up pipe 
under favorable market con¬ 
ditions last month. The saving 
on the pipe, plus the fact that 
"by 1878 we’ll have more 
users," means that the total 
amortization cost of about $4 
million (over a 25-year 
period) would probably dr- 
. reuse.

Victoria can’t afford to take 
no for an answer from the 
federal government on re¬ 
building the Ogden Point 
dock, Victoria NDP MLA 
Charles Barber said Monday 
night. 

He was commenting on a 
statement earlier Monday by 
Hershell Smith, president of 
West can Terminals Ltd., that 
he had abandoned negotia¬ 
tions with federal Transport 
Minister Otto Lang to restore 
the terminal that was de¬ 
stroyed by fire in Augusi. 
with the loss of at least 83 
direct jobs. 


Smith said the federal gov¬ 
ernment had failed to offer 
Westcan suitable incentives to 
rebuild. The company is de¬ 
manding the right to collect 
revenues from the dock. 

Barber said he was "ap¬ 
palled and dismayed by the 
federal government’s disinter¬ 
est and naivete. They have 
asked private enterprise to re¬ 
build Ogden Point so they (Ot¬ 
tawa) can collect revenues 
from it. This is extremely 
naive: no wonder the negotia¬ 
tions collapsed.” 

Barber said he would ask 
provincial Transport Minister 


Jack Davis to start negotiat¬ 
ing with Lang for the transfer 
of the facility from federal to 
provincial hands. He would 
also be pressing Barry May- 
hew, the industrial develop- 
m e n t commissioner who 
starts work Dec. 1, to take ur¬ 
gent action to save the dock 
and the jobs that go with it. 

Then, Westcan and other in¬ 
terested concerns could nego¬ 
tiate with a government that 
at least had concern for local 
interests, he said. 

"With a lot more imagina¬ 
tion and commitment, Ogden 
Point could be a vigorous en¬ 


terprise. Right sow it is a 
burned out hulk covered with 
singed rats," he said. 

Barber said there was 
something "fantastically at¬ 
tractive and magnetic" about 
Victoria's dock area. There 
were views of the Sooke Hills, 
the Western Community and 
tlie Olympic Mountains.

There is no reason for B.C: to accept a U.S. oil port 
at Kitimat. particularly since the U.S. has shown that 
there is no oil shortage in the north-central states, 
former MP and B.C. Liberal Party leader David 
Anderson said at the weekend. 


The Kitimat oil port is pro 
posed by Kitimat Pipe Line 
Ltd., a group of U.S. and 
U.S.-controlled Canadian oil 
companies.

refineries. 

Kitimat Pipe Line tempo 
rarity withdrew its applies 
tion to build the port in June, 
and is expected to formally 
revive the application this 
week. 

In a letter to the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer, Anderson 
said "there is no pressing 
problem" in the north-cen 
tral slates. A copy of the 
letter was obtained by the 
Colonist. 

Anderson said that the re- 
cent decision by the U.S. 
Congress to bar an oil port at 
Cherry Point. Wash., proves 
that "things in those states 
are not as bad as we 
thought" 

Anderson said the congres 
sional decision reduced, rath 
er than increased, the likcli 
hood that an oil port would he 
built at Kitimat

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New legislation has changed some of the 
ground rules of our UI program. 

In general, the rules of eligibility and 
payment have been improved. Now they more 
accurately reflea the ease or difficulty of finding 
and keeping a job in the region in which each LI 
claimant lives. 

Parliament has decided that people who live 
in areas of high unemployment will be given 
certain advantages over those who live where jobs 
are more plentiful. 

“That’s all well and good. 

But what does it mean to the person 
who just lost a job?” 

On December 4, the entrance requirements 
will change. 

In regions of low unemployment, claimants 
will need up to 14 w eeks of insurable employment 
to get UI benefits. This will only happen in places 
where it’s easier to get and keep a job. 

In regions of high unemployment, claimants 
will need as little as ten weeks to qualify. 

But until December 4, the entrance require¬ 
ment remains at eight weeks wherever you live. 

“Does all this affect the 
waiting period?” 

No. The basic two week waiting period 
remains the same everywhere. 

And so do the rules on the waiting period 
when a claimant has left his or her job for no good 
reason or been fired for miscondua. In such cases, 
a claimant may have to wait up to eight weeks 
from when employment ends until benefits 
become payable. 


“And how long can 
you get benefits for?” 

The old maximum was 
51 weeks. The new maximum is 
50 weeks. 

But since September 11, 
the total number of weeks for 
which a claimant aualifies also 
reflects the unemployment rate 
in his or her region. 

Right now, we measure 
unemployment by dividing 
Canada into 16 economic regions, 
loiter, in 1978, we will fine-tune 
the program to 54 regions so that 
UI will be even more closely 
related to local labour market 
conditions. 

“Do you still get the 
same amount of money?" 

Absolutely. The UI benefit 
rate is two-thirds of your average 
weekly insurable earnings. 

The maximum is $147, 
less tax. 

“Then there’s maternity, 
sickness and age 65 benefits. 

Any changes there?” 

Sickness benefits were only payable 
during the first 39 weeks of the claim. Now they 
arc payable at any time during the entire 
benefit period.

Richter was minister of 
agriculture from 1960 to 1966. 
then served as minister of 


mines and petroleum re¬ 
sources and minister and 
rommcricial transport from 
1968 to 1972 when his govern¬ 
ment was defeated by the 
New Democratic Party. 

"He was a dedicated man

Curtis hints 
at new board 


All of the islands within the 
Islands Trust may eventual¬ 
ly form their own regional 
dislriel instead of being sub¬ 
ject to two levels of govern¬ 
ment. Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Hugh Curtis said Mon¬ 
day. 

At present, the various is¬ 
lands are scattered among 
seven regional districts, in¬ 
cluding the Capital Region, 
and jurisdiction over various 
matters is split between the 
trust and the region. The 
trust controls land use, in¬ 
cluding planning, zoning and 
subdivision approvals, and 
the region looks after health, 
building inspection and pub¬ 
lic works, including sewers. 

Until recently the region 
authority also controlled land 
matters, with the provincial 
public works ministry look¬ 
ing after subdivision approv¬ 
al. The trust dealt with land 
matters after approval at 


other levels with authority to 
veto development. 

Recent legislation, protest¬ 
ed vigorously by representa¬ 
tives from the seven regional 
districts, passed land-use 
matters over to the trust. 
Further legislation is pend 
ing to make the trust a whol¬ 
ly-elected body. 

On Saturday, Salt Spring 
Island residents voted in an 
opinion poll and said they 
favored having the trust look 
after land-use for them. 

Curtis said Monday he took 
that vote as a very strong 
endorsement of provincial 
government actions toward 
straightening out procedures 
for land-use control. 

Curtis said there had been 
a cursory look at the idea of 
taking the trust islands out 
of their various regional dis¬ 
tricts, and making them into 
a separate region. 


Judge Blake Allan said the 
Combines Investigation Act 
was intended to deal with 
those who deliberately tried 
to mislead the public before 
levying a nominal $300 fine to 
operators of The Warehouse 
food stores in Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court Monday. 

The fine was levied after 
defence counsel Charles 
Albas, representing Oakcrest 
Park Estates Ltd., withdrew 
an application made one 
week earlier by lawyer John 
Hills to change a guilty plea 
on a charge of false advertis¬ 
ing 

The company, which man¬ 
ages The Warehouse’s three 
stores, was charged with ad 
vertising in a two-page 
spread in the March 30 edi¬ 
tions of the Victoria Times 
and The Daily Colonist the 
sale of seven-ounce tins of 
Clover Leaf brand flaked 
white tuna for 89 cents a tin. 

Crown counsel Digby Kier, 
head of the federal justice 
department’s criminal sec¬ 
tion in Vancouver, told the 
court a week earlier that the 
tins, in fact, contained only 
64 ounces of tuna and the 
distributor of that brand of 
tuna, B.C. Packers, con¬ 
firmed that there had never 
been seven-ounce tins of 
flaked white tuna produced 
by them. 

When Kier told Allan there 
had been a previous convic¬ 
tion on Jan. 21. 1976, for the 
same offence in connection 
with the same product. Hills 
asked if he could change the 
plea on grounds that he un 
derstood it to be a first of¬ 
fence. 

In abandoning the motion. 
Albas said the company also 
acknowledged the previous 
conviction. 

Albas called Timothy Dur 
kin. the firm’s managing-ac 
countant. to the stand to tes 
tifv and Durkin told the court 
the mistake was made by the 


firm’s advertising staff. 
Under questioning by Kier. 
Durkin said he was not in a 
position to say whether 
Hetiry Eng, founder of The 
Warehouse, personally re 
ceived proofs of the offending 
ad on March 28 and 29 but 
said Eng took a very active 
role in supervising The Ware¬ 
house’s advertising 

“If one doesn’t exercise a 
great deal of caution to make 
up that ad.” Durkin said. 
”it 4 s very easy to make that 
mistake ’’ 

He had earlier testified that 
tins of tuna from B.C. Pack¬ 
ers came in seven-ounce sizes 
for solid white and six-and-a 
half for flaked white. 

Durkin said his company 
was not in the business to 
defraud customers “because 
it’s too competitive a busi 
ness.” 

He said under normal cir 
eumstances when the stores 
are notified of such mistakes.

a retraction is made and the 
stores try to make up for the 
error “in other ways,” such 
as offering something of simi¬ 
lar value. 

He said it was a question of 
lack of internal checks and 
was in no way intentional or 
deliberate. Durkin called it a 
basic, clerical error 

“Precisely the same 
error?” asked Allan 

Under questioning by 
Albas, Durkin said he had not 
been notified of the incident 
until Oct. 6 when a summons 
arrived. He said the company 
had not received any com 
plaints from the public re 
garding the discrepancy. 

“Most people would buy 
this tuna whether jt was 64 
or 7 ounces anyway,” Allan 
commented 

The judge also said it was 
remarkable, with the number 
of advertisements in news¬ 
papers. there weren’t more 
errors.

Ian Smith to is Churchill, who 
in bis country’s time of need 
was there.” 

"There’s no doubt about it: 
Rhodesia’s a very progres¬ 
sive country Some of the best 
chrome in the world comes 
from Rh(*desia. and copper. 


If the country comes under 
Communist domination, the 
Western world will be sorry," 
he said. 

“It’s very, very sad what is 
happening. If they’d leave it 
to lan Smith to settle him 
self, he could eventually 
bring peace. The terrorists 
have to leave the country 
alone.” 

“I went through African 
townships during my visit. 
Some of the homes in these 
townships are beautiful, 
there’s no two ways about it 

“The Rhodesian black him 
self is a very likeable and 
happy fellow.” Capian said 

"But the rest of the world 
doesn’t know the true situa 
tion in Rhodesia.” 

Asked if atrocities were 
committed by terrorists and 
the Rhodesian army alike, 
Capian said, “I would say 
no.” 

He said the one-man one 
vote Issue in Rhodesia “gets 
extremely complicated, be 
cause blacks there don’t 
know the meaning of the 
word vote.” 

The reason for this, he said, 
was because Rhodesia was a 
young country. 

Capian said there were six 
million blacks and 250,000 
whites living in Rhodesia 

He said the University of 
Rhodesia had 900 black stu¬ 
dents and 700 white students. 

“It’s a lot safer on the 
streets of Salisbury day and 
night, than what’s walking 
around James Bay or skid 
row in Vancouver. The Sa 
lisbury streets are...well-lit 
and spotlessly clean.” 

Capian said a “standard 
joke” in Rhodesia was the 
following: “What do you do if 
a terrorist throws a grenade 
at you?” 

Answer: “You pull the pin 
out and throw it back.”

Bostock becomes 
top priced talent 
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ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) — 
Outfielder Lyman Bostock 
became, In his own words, 
the highest paid baseball 
player in the history of the 
game Monday when he joined 
California Angels with a con¬ 
tract reported to be worth $3 
million for five years. 

"As far as I know. I'm the 
highest paid ballplayer,” 
said Bostock. and his agent. 
Abdul Jalll, verified, "He is 
No. 1." 

Bostock, who turns 27 
today, played out his option 
with Minnesota Twins this 
season and hit .338. which 
was second In the American 
League only to his team¬ 
mate, Rod Carew, the AL's 
Most Valuable Player 

Bostock said New York 
Yankees and San Diego 
Padres offered him more 
money than the Angels but 
"there were a lot of other 
things involved in addition to 
money." 

He spent three years with 
Minnesota, went to high 
school in Los Angeles, at¬ 
tended college at nearby Cali- 
fornia State College at 
Northridge and his 60-year 


old mother lives alone in this 
area. 

Bostock said he had made 
up his mind last Friday to 
accept the Angels offer even 
though Minnesota had made 
a last-minute bid on Sunday 
to regain his services. 

The Twins already had lost 
centrefielder Larry Hisle to 
Milwaukee Brewers in the 
free-agent draft. 

Bostock returns to centre- 
field for the Angels after

playing the latter part of the 
1977 campaign in left field for 
the Twina. Minnesota moved 
Hisle to centre and Bostock 
said it was because, “they 
felt they would be able to 
keep Hisle.” 

Bostock said he received 
just 320.000 from the Twina 
last season when he hit 14 
home runs, 12 triples, three 
doubles and drove in 90 runs. 
He had 199 hits and scored 104 
runs. 

The Angels now could have 
the highest-paid outfield In 
baseball history, having se¬ 
cured Joe Rudi in the free- 
agent draft last year with a 
reported 33 million contract 
and Bobby Bonds in a trade 
with the Yankees a year ear¬ 
lier. 

Bostock said: “It was a dif¬ 
ficult decision to make. It all 
boiled down to my family 
here and my mother living 
alone.

But they also pointed out 
that the Increase resulted 
largely from a few big orders 
for “defense capital goods 
such as military aircraft and 
shipbuilding. 

In addition, they said many 
traders seemed reluctant to 
make large commitments be¬ 
fore the government's sche¬ 
duled report Tuesday on the 
consumer price index for Oc¬ 
tober. 

The market made no wl de- 
scale response to the weekend 
visit of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadai to Israel. “It 
was an exciting event, but it 
didn’t really produce anything 
for the market to grab on to,” 
^aid Larry Wachtel at Bache 
Halsey Stuart Shields. 

But the meetings between 
Sadat and Israeli leaders 
were cited as a major factor 
beliind a sharp drop in world 
gold prices and an accom¬ 
panying decline in gold min¬ 
ing issues. 

Since many investors look 
on gold as a haven in bad 
times, the metal’s price often 
moves up on unfavorable

New Yogrk 
about mid-February after 
being shut down for seven 
years. 

The Commodity Exchange. 
of New' York hal drawn up a 
new contract to replace the 
one which was last traded in 
1S70, and its backers are 
hopeful that it will quickly 
prove itself to the Industry as 
a means of price hedging as 
well a.s adding a new field fox- 
commodity price speculation. 
Same in the industry are not 
so enthusiastic, however, and 
said so at hearings held by 


the Commodity Futures Trad¬ 
ing Commission. 

The commission received 
the Comex application for a 
new zinr futures contract in 
March; T9T8. but did not give 
its final approval until early 
last October. RepresetatdftVfcp 
of U.S. zinc producers told the 
commission they feared that 
foreign producers might 
dump below-cost metal on the 
U.S. market under cover of 
deliveries tlirough futures 
contracts. 

To ease that concern, the 
commission came to an 
understanding with the 
Comex that the exchange 
would disclose the brand and 
country of origin of zinc 
stored in exchange-licensed 


warehouses, whenever that m- 
tormation was requested. 

“The zinc industry' has got 
real problems these days” 
said Seth Bodner. president of 
the Lead-Zinc Producers com¬ 
mittee in Washington. "Prices 
are lower now in current dol¬ 
lars then they have been for 
two or three years and in 
real dollars, they arc lower 
still.” 

Bodner said ihe current, 
price for slab /Inc in New 
York is abQut 30 to 31 cents a 
pound, down from 37.4 cents 
average in 1976. The price 
was about 20 cents a pound 
before it boomed in 1573 and 
1974 to around 3p cents. 

Imported zinc has been 
priced 2 to 3 cents a pound 
below U.S. producers’ prices.

Bodner said, and some 
domestic producers have been 
losing money. 

The U.S. imported 714,000 
tons of primary zinc slab 
metal in 1976. he said, more 
than 63 per cent of the total 
1.1 million tons of the metal 
used in this country last year. 
This year, imports are run¬ 


ning a little over 50 per cent 
of U.S. consumption. 

The producers’ troubles 
have been aggravated by 
sharp swings in zinc consump¬ 
tion in the past 10 years, 
Bodner said. Zinc use peaked 
at 1.5 million tons in 1973, 
then fell to 925.003 tons in the 
1975 recession.

Triggered by a big dollar sell- 
off in Tokyo, the U.S. cur¬ 
rency reached record lows 
agaxnst the West German 
mark and the Swiss franc. 

Though It hit new lows, the 
dollar fluctuated in a rather 
narrow band in thin trading. 
Dealers reported little trend 
to the money markets. 

In London the price of gold 
closed at $157.25 a troy ounce, 
down $4 from Friday's closing 
rate of 5161.25 an ounce. In 
Zurich. Europe's major bul¬ 
lion trading centre, gold 
c.osed at 5137.625 an ounce, 
down $3.25 trom Friday's 
S 160.875. 

The gold price has been on 
a generally downward trend 
since it reached a 2Vyear 
high of 5168 an ounce Nov. 9. 

Dealers cited a brighter in¬ 
ternational picture high¬ 
lighted by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's visit to Israel 
as one reason for the de¬ 
cline of gold price? Gold 
rricea fend to go up during 
times of crisis. 

\nother reason given for 
the drop is that buyers are 
cutting potential losses as 
gold prices decline by selling, 
a process known as stop loss 
selling. 

One I/mdon dealer said the 
out lode for gold does not look 
good, but that he wuld be 
surprised if the price dropped 
much further.

Dalton. California Angels 
general manager since Oct. 
27, 1971, will be given a vir¬ 
tually free hand to strengthen 
a team that has not been 
dose to a winning season 
since its inception as the 
Seattle Pilots in 1969. 

Baumer. Grammas and 
Widmar were victims of the 
Brewers most disappointing 
season since the club moved 
here in 1970. Despite high 
hopes and a typically fast 
start, the Brewers faded in 


early June and finished sixth 
in the American League East 
with a 67-95 record. 

Baumer. general manager 
since 1974. said he resigned 
Friday night and had been 
thinking about it for two 
weeks. He said he has been 
offered a job of an unspeci 
tied nature in the Brewer or¬ 
ganization. 

Grammas, the former Cin¬ 
cinnati Reds coach hired by 
the Brewers two years ago, 
will be paid in full for the 
year remaining on his con 
tract. 

“We are grieved by the 
whole situation, but we con¬ 
cluded after months of long 
and agonizing thought that it 
simply was time for a 
change,” Brewers president 
Bud Selig said. 

Dalton. 49. joined the Balti¬ 
more organization in 1953 and 


was named the Orioles player 
personnel chief in 1965. In his 
six years in that capacity, the 
team that had moved to Bal¬ 
timore as the rag tag St. 
Louis Browns in 1953 won 
four American League pen¬ 
nants and two World Series. 
He was named major league 
executive of the year in 1970.

But Yank’s pleas fell on 
deaf ears. 

“I’m a restless man,” you 
argued “I got to always have 
a challenge something to 
make me go.” 

So go you did You kayoed a 
couple of palookas and then, 
on Jan. 22, 1973 in Kingston. 
Jamaica, you ran into a jug 
gernaut named George Fore¬ 
man and didn't know what hit 
you. Six times you hit the 
canvas before you were 
stopped in the second round 

That was the time to quit, 
but you were too proud 

You fight Ali again in Jan 
uan/. 1974. and lose in 12—a 
close battle in which you took 
a lot of punishment. A couple 
of luneups and then tame the 
so-called “Thrilla In Ma 
, nila.” Oct. 1. 1975. 

This was one of the greatest 
fights in heavyweight his¬ 
tory—a knock-down, drag-out 
brawl between two great 
champions. It was a shame to 
declare either the victor, but 
Ali won in 14. 

“It was like being near 
death.” a battered Ali said 
afterward 


It was not until Foreman 
knocked you out a second 
time that you finally saw the 
light and officially retired. 

“I’m going to be a music 
man/’ you said, taking your 
rock group on the road. 

Now you’ve got the resin 
itch again, at age 33. rusty 
and wearing the scars and 
bumps of 36 heavyweight bat 
ties. You never knew the 
word retreat. You never 
knew how to duck. 

C’mon Joe, leave us with 
our memories. 

Let us not forget the black 
kid, youngest of 13 children 
who baled hay on a South 
Carolina farm, worked in a 
slaughterhouse, won an 
Olympic gold medal and be¬ 
came one of the deadliest 
punchers in heavyweight his¬ 
tory.

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President steps down 
as Sandown meet ends

Let it snow, the thorough¬ 
bred racing meet at Sandown 
Park is over for another year. 

Plagued by rain, wind and 
unusually cold conditions dur¬ 
ing its 19-day existence, the 
program came to a close 
Monday under clear skies and 
temperatures a mite higher 
than those on the weekend. 


The slightly-better weather 
brought 2.050 fans out to ‘get¬ 
away’ day and they wagered 
5202,273 to push the meet total 
over 53.7 million. 

Averages were down from 
1976 when balmy weather pro¬ 
duced record numbers of fans 
and dollars. 

Still, the 1977 following of 
the sport totalled 53,223, or 


2.801 a day, exactly 300 off thl 
1976 daily total. They vvagerw 
$3,712,856 or 5195.113 i>er day, • 
about nine per cent less than 
the previous year. The total 
handle was up by almost 
$300,000 but the 1976 meet was 
only 16 days. 

"All things considered, we 
did quite well with this 
meet." said Ld Pophatn,

Tagge, nine mates 
named as all-stars 


Quarterback Jerry Tagge, 
who helped steer British Co¬ 
lumbia Lions into the Canadi¬ 
an Football League playoffs 
for the first time since 1974, 
leads a contingent of 10 Lions 
on to the 1977 Western Conier- 
ence all-star team. 

Makeup of the team, which 
also includes eight members 
ot the first-place Edmonton 
Eskimos, five from Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers, three from 
Saskatchewan Roughriders 
and two from Calgary Stam- 
peders, was announced Mon¬ 
day. 

It was selected by members 
of the Football Reporters of 
Canada in Western cities, and 
for the first, time included a 
punter and place kicker. 

A year ago, when B.C. and 
Calgary missed the playoffs, 
the Lions placed lour men on 
the WFC all-star team while 
Saskatchewan, which went to 
the Grey Cup. had 11, Win¬ 
nipeg six, Edmonton two and 
Calgary one. 

Tagge is joiner on the of¬ 
fensive team by four team¬ 
mates, wide-receiver Leon 
Bright, centre A1 Wilson and 
tackle Layne McDowell, both 
for the third straight year, 
and punter Lui Passaglia. 

Dave Cutler of -Edmonton, 
who broke his own pro foot¬ 
ball record by booting 50 field 
goals, was selected as the 
place-kicker and was the 
only unanimous choice in the 
voting. 

Another Eskimo joining him 
on the offensive squad is 
tackle Charlie Turner, select¬ 
ed for the fifth time, although 
he missed the team in 1976 
after four consecutive seasons 
as a WFC all-star. 

Winnipeg, which placed 
third although It had a won- 
lost record that w'as identical 
to Edmonton and B.C., is re¬ 
presented by Jim Washington 
at running back, Tom Scott at 
slotback, Buddy Brown at.- 
guard and Gord Paterson at 
tight end. 

Willie Burden of Calgary is 
the other running back and 
teammate Tom Forzani is 
picked as wide Receiver for 
the third time, after a two- 
year absence horn the all-star 
squad. 

Saskatchewan, which was 
represented by four offensive 
players a year ago. has only 
guard Ralph Galloway, 
named for the fifth year in a 
row. 

The Eskimos put six men 
on the defensive squad — cor- 
nerback Larry Highbaugh, for 
the fourth time in five seasons 
after missing in 1976, defen¬ 
sive-half Pete Lavorato, mid¬ 
dle-linebacker Dan Kepley, 
tackle Dave Fennell and ends 
Ron Estay, back for the first 
time since 1973, and Dave 
Boone. 

The B.C. representatives 
are tackle Frank Landy. out¬ 
side linebacker Glen Jackson, 
safety Grady Cavness and two 
players who finished in a tie 
in the voting with Paul Wil¬ 
liams of Saskatchewan for 
one of the eomerback spots — 
Joe Fourquerean and Rocky 
Long. 

The other Roughrider is 
Roger Goree, named for the 
fourth time m five years, 
while Winnipeg’s only defen¬ 
sive all-star is halfback Chuck 
Wills. 

Tagge. a 27-year-old gradu¬ 
ate of the University of Ne¬ 
braska who saw limited ac¬ 
tion in the National Football 
League and the old World 


Football league betore being 
cut by Chicago Beap&-in 1976, 
completed 57 per/cent of his 
passes for 2.787 j ^rds and 14 
touchdowns this year. X 

He trailed both Ron Lan¬ 
caster at Saskatchewan, a pe¬ 
rennial all-star, and Ralph 
Brock of Winnipeg in WFC 
quarterback statistics but w'as 
credited with leading the 
Lions to a 10-3 record, good 
enough to clinch a playoff 
berth, before suffering a late- 
season letdown. 

Bright, a rookie who left 
college after his sophomore 
year in which he was top 
ground gainer for the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida, didn’t top the 
West in any single depart¬ 
ment but contributed 1,841 
yards to the B.C. cause — 816 
on 45 passes, 606 on kickoff re¬ 
turns and 419 on punt returns. 

Scott led the MFC in yard¬ 
age gained on pa*es, with 66 


catches tor 1,079 yards and 10 
touchdowns, and was fourth in 
kickoff returns with 395 yards. 

Forzani was next in yard¬ 
age on passes, with 51 catches 
for 894 and five TDs, and also 
returned 50 punts tor 406 
yards. 

No. 3 in yardage gained on 
passing was Paterson who 
caught 67 for 882 for Win¬ 
nipeg and scored five touch- 
downs. 

Washington and Burden 
were 1-2 in rushing, Washing¬ 
ton gaining 1,262 yards on 252 
carries for a five-yard 
average, and Burden picking 
up 1,032 yards on 230 carries 
for a 4.7 average. W&shjqgtnn 
scored six touc hdovvn* and 
Burden five. 

Passaglia was second in 
punting average, 44.3 to an 
even 45 for Edmonton’s Henry 
Hesic who joined the Eskimos 
after their sixth game.

c Delicious junk’ in balance

HIGH POINT, N.C. — It 
isn’t just the things you put 
into a house, it’s the way you 
mingle them, says Pat Plaxi- 
co, an interior designer for 
X-' Alderman's Studio here. As a 
member of the National So¬ 
ciety of Interior Designers, 
she is a real "pro” who knows 
nuances of scale, balance, 
color, and style. 

But when she goes home at 
night to her 1901 farmhouse 
— affectionately known in the 
neighborhood as "the old 
Croker place" — she opens 
the door onto an amazing me¬ 
lange of antiques, near-an 
tiques, personal arts and 
crafts and "delicious junk” 
(her term for it). It is all 
assembled with such ingenui¬ 
ty that you are charmed at 
once by its familiar am 
biance — and its order 
Pat says there is almost 
nothing "store boughten” 
among her furnishings. Inst 
ead her rooms are filled with 
items purchased at roadside 
antique and junk shops, flea 
markets. Goodwill stores, 
and auctions. 

“I've been collecting this 
kind of stuff since i was a 
kid." she said, “and although 
my house is now saturated. I 
still keep my eye out for old 
things to upgrade what I 
have, or to use as interesting 
studio props." 

Pat’s reclamation project 
of her tum-of-the-century 
farmhouse was completed 
with the help of several 
friends, on evenings and 
weekend stints. She had the 
exterior of the old frame 
house painted a slate gray 
with dark seal-gray shutters. 
The four tall front columns 
and porch ceiling are now a 
bright white. A gray scal¬ 
loped canvas canopy en 
hances the entrance. 

Nothing is too much trouble 
to paint, sew. or refinish as 
long as it contibutes to the 
overall effect, says Pat, who 
is a do-it-yourselfer par ex¬ 
cellence. She believes in re¬ 
cycling, in nostalgia, and cer¬ 
tainly in whimsy. 

Here are a few workable 
ideas, as carried out in her 
own home: 

• She uses an old clerk-of- 
court desk with slanted top 
for her drawing board at 

home. 



*Keeping room' furnished with ice cream parlor chairs, church pews 


• She stores books in an 
old pierced-tin pie safe. 

• She places antique 
church pews on either side of 
her "keeping room" fire¬ 
place for cozy seating. 

• She has put her televi¬ 
sion set in the base of a 1900 
washstand. 

• She stores all her sewing 
supplies in an old free-stand¬ 
ing metal kitchen cabinet 
unit (the kind that had flour 
bin. bread drawers, and pull¬ 
out shelf). 

• She houses spices in old 
cola-bottle crates over the 
kitchen stove. 

Pat’s dining-room table is a 
six-foot-diameter round ply¬ 
wood top. covered with a ta¬ 
blecloth to the floor. It 
matches the room's curtains 
Her dining chairs are all 
"farmhouse Victorian" but 
all different in style and fin¬ 
ish. 

The “sofa" in her living 
room is an old iron daybed. 
placed against the wall 
lengthwise, with plenty of pil¬ 
lows piled up for comfort. An 
enormous gold gilt mirror 
hangs above it. Her coffee 
table is an old tin biscuit box. 
and an end table was once a 


salesman's try-on stool in a 
now defunct shoe store. 

In her big country kitchen 
Pat displays a collection of 
ancient doorknobs and locks 
on an old carpenter's bench, 
and has another arrange¬ 
ment of antique cookware on 
the mantel. The mantel, too, 
was rescued from a demo¬ 
lished house, and is now 
painted pristine white. 

Her game table is a round- 
pine table obtained from her- 
grandmother. surrounded by 
black-lacquered metal wire 
"ice cream parlor” chairs. 
The old upright piano in one 
corner of the dining room is 
painted white in contrast to 
warm eggplant colored walls. 

Pat painted the old linole¬ 
um floor in the kitchen in two 
shades of gray to resemble 
slate flagstones, and painted 
the old wood cabinet doors 
with a chickenwire grid. A 
collection of colorful painted- 


on Mason jars and cans are 
seen behind the grid. 

She decorated her bath¬ 
room with pieces from her 
antique toy collection; in one 
bedroom, she wallpapered an 
old wardrobe — found in a 
local Goodwill store — with 
the same flower-sprigged 
paper that she put on the 
walls. It became inconspicu¬ 
ous in a hurry 

She also designed a make- 
believe room in which she 
utilizes old grocery-store 
showcases placed on open 
bookshelves to make room 
dividers; covered an old day-

Dear Dr. Thoatewoa: I al¬ 
ways read your articles and 
believe you know what you 
are talking about.

The majority of these cases 
of sudden loss of sexual activ 
ity are not physically caused. 
Often, anxiety about per 
forming can itself have a bad 
effect. Or there may be busi¬ 
ness difficulties, a promotion 
be missed, anything that may 
threaten his self-esteem or 
confidence. 

Examination by a doctor 
could rule out physical 
causes and assure him that 
his machinery is la good 
order. A urologist is skilled in 
these matters. He should 
have a thorough physical 
anyway if he has not had on* 
recently. Diabetes and other 
systematic diseases ara 
sometimes Involved, al¬ 
though the development of 
the impotence would be rath¬ 
er gradual. After physical 
causes have been ruled out. 
then a psychiatrist might bo 
consulted.

Thr navy is clamping down 
on the use of valium, a tran¬ 
quilizer and the most widely 
prescribed drug in the United 
States. 

Many major naval hospi 
tals have drastically restrict- 
ed the term of the prescrip¬ 
tions 

One. al Belhesda. Md.. is 


limiting use of valium to cer¬ 
tain departments 

It Is the first large-scale 
effort to curb runaway use of 
the drug, effective for some 
medical problems but capa 
ble of producing adverse 
reactions when taken for long 
periods 

In 1975. the latest year for 
which records are available, 
more than 60 million valium 


prescriptions were filled in 
the United States. 

At a recent meeting of the 
California Medical Associa¬ 
tion, Dr. Marc A. Schuckit 
advised doctors not to pre¬ 
scribe valium and other Iran 
qullizers such as librium and 
serax for persons over 60 

Schuckit. a psychiatrist, is 
director of the Alcoholism 
and Drug Abuse Institute at 


the University of Washing 
ton. 

He said older persons have 
lower brain reserve than 
younger persons and that 
sleeping drugs and tranquil¬ 
izers can throw them into a 
disoriented condition called 
organic brain syndrome. 

He also said in an interview 
that while valium may be 
useful for some young pa 
lienls with acute psychiatric 
‘“’^problems, there is no evi¬ 
dence it is effective for any¬ 
one after two or three weeks. 

The navy’s surgeon general 
has not issued a service-wide 
order restricting use of Ihe 
drug, leaving such an order 
to the commanding officers 
at each hospital.

MONTREAL (CP) - 
Christopher John Weston is 
far too tactful to say Cana¬ 
dians lack class, or that they 
overheat and under humidify 
their homes until their an¬ 
tiques shrivel and crack in . 
revolt. 

The dapper Englishman 
flew in from Phillips Jacoby 
Ltd. of London to teach Cana 
dian antique-buyers that old 
is not only beautiful but also 
worth the money.'And if Ca¬ 
nadians don't appreciate 
that. Europeans surely will 

"For 50 per cent of the pop 
ulation here, 20th century is 
as good as 16th century." 
Weston said at Phillips' 
three-tiered showroom He 
was looking disapprovingly 
at a cabinet which, he said, 
could have been built yester¬ 
day. 

"Canadians don't realize 
It's better to buy an original 
W atson Jones than a copy of a 
Picasso.” he said. 

Things were not as they 
should be in the Phillips Mon 
treal offices. A specialist in 
40 fields — from stamps to 
textiles, pewter to pot lids — 
the firm is forced to depend 
on its computerized mailing 
lists and international con¬ 
tacts to summon the world's 
top buyers and ensure the 
local objets d art go for the 
best prices 

"The French have terribly 
good taste," said Weston, 
Phillips' chairman jand jet- 
setting troubleshooter. "but 
Quebec residents don't have 
sufficient interest in their 
heritage. There's just no 


French-Canadlan 18th-cen 
turv (furniture) to be found. 
A lot has been bought by 
Americans " 

Canadians' lack of interest 
appeared to be matched by 
an absence of hard cash — or 
the willingness to part with it. 

Weston deplored a new gov¬ 
ernment regulation designat 
ing antiques at 50 years old 
instead of the internationally 
recognized 100 years. 

"There’s a reluctance of 
peuple here to chance it on 
stuff over $5,000. That's the 
plateau. These items go into 
the hands of international 
buyers. Montrealers can't 
adjust to the fact that prices 
have gone higher." 

Most international buyers 


are Interested In the high- 
priced merchandise such as 
end-tables for $4,000 each. 
The middle market Weston 
describes as "painful.” 

Canadian ignorance of the 
antique trade is almost a per¬ 
sonal insult to Weston, who 
started with Phillips as a stu¬ 
dent in 1951. 

He indicated a row of 
glasses resting quite unpre¬ 
tentiously on a dusty third- 
floor shelf. To the uneducated 
they are similar to a cache 
Grandma may have In her 
cellar. 

Rut they are hand-painted 
17th- and 18th-century glass- 
"ware and will probably go to 
European collectors.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 







In planning and organizing the vege¬ 
table garden, one thing often neglected 
by the novice is the rotation of the crops 
through the vegetable plot. 

While rotational cropping may not be 
absolutely necessary, and while you 
may get awav with growing the same 
row of runner beans over the same back 
fence year after year, it is only good 
common sense to move our vegetable 
rows around in a systematic, planned 
fashion every year. 

It seems foolish in the extreme to go 
on planting cabbages or sprouts on a 
piece of ground known to be infected 
with the club root disease when, by 
carrying out a four course gelation, that 
particular strip of soil would have a 
three-year rest from members of the 
cabbage family, and the club root dis¬ 
ease organisms would have nothing to 
feed upon during this period. 

To get the most value from crop 
rotation, there should also be a rotation 
of liming, a rotation of manuring, of 
deep and shallow cultivation, and of 
pest and disease control. 

When you grow celery, you grow it in 
trenches. You dig deeply, and you incor¬ 
porate all the manure or compost you 
can lay your hands on 

Now. no one has the time or ihe 
energy these days to double-dig the 
whole vegetable plot (wo spades deep, 
and few of us have enough manure or 


compost to treat the whole garden as 
generously as we must do for the celery. 
But when we change the position of the 
celery row every year, automatically 
we Improve the whole plot over a period 
of years. 

The same principle holds for liming. 
The leafy vegetables need a heavy 
dressing of lime, the peas and beans a 
light dressing, and the potatoes no lime 
at all. By rotating the crops, lime Is 
applied where It is most needed, and the 
potatoes, which develop scabby skins in 
freshly limed soil, won't suffer in this 
way. At the same time, the whole plot is 
not allowed to become too acid. 

One good plan is to divide the plot 
Into four sections. A, B. C. and D. Plant 
potatoes on A, peas and beans on B. 
cabbage and lettuce and other leafy 
crops on C. and root crops other than 
potatoes on D. 

The following year we play a game of 
musical chairs with our crops; each 
crop moves up one section. Section A 
gets peas and beans, B gets the leafy 
crops. C gets the root crops and D is 
reserved for potatoes. 

Now let's see what happens here: 
The potatoes, noted for their ability to 
suppress weeds, leaves the ground 
clean, well cultivated and in good heart 
for the peas and beans that follow. 

The peas and beans, which can man¬ 
ufacture plant foods from the air, leave 


nitrates behind them for the nitrogen- 
loving leafy vegetables. 

The leafy crops, being well limed, 
leave enough lime behind for the car¬ 
rots. beets and onions. By the time the 
potatoes get around to occupying this 
section, the lime level will have dwin¬ 
dled to the point where scab is not 
encouraged. 

There Is another reason for rotating 
your vegetables which I hesitate to 
bring up, for it has never been proved 
absolutely in the scientific sense. 

Certain keen observers of plant life, 
including tbe late Dr. Galt of Leeds 
University, Sir Albert Howard of com¬ 
post fame, and the novelist and 
playwright Louis Bromfield, all be 
lieved that plants leave toxins behind 
them, possibly through exudates from 
the roots, and that these toxins accumu 
late when the same crops are grown on 
the same ground year after year, even 
tually poisoning the soil for that parttcu 
lar kind of plant. 

While 1 can’t quote any definite proof 
of this, there does seem to be a case fr 
saying that soils can become cauliflow¬ 
er-sick. or strawberry-sick, or any other 
kind of sick. From my own experience, I 
know it is the height of folly to plant a 
rose or a peony or a rhubarb plant on the 
site where the same kind of plant has 
died

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Sooner or later — usually later — we 
snobs, or elitists, or. to use the ugliest 
possible word that is hurled at us. we 
intellectuals, are vindicated by time 
and taste. This knowledge of our ulti¬ 
mate victory is what gives us the 
strength to carry on, despite the scorn 
that is heaped upon us. 

For decades now, our little band has 
excoriated television programming as 
the lowest of the low, fit only for puling 
infants and the bedridden senile, if for 
them. 

And. just as long, the representatives 
of the industry have not only tried to 
justify their wretched format, but have 
counter-attacked by proclaiming that 
they are merely giving the public what 
it wants and likes, and that popular 
taste alone determines their cultural 
level. 

Now. at last, the enemy's line has 
cracked, and we find ourselves with a 
whimpering defector in our midst. He is 


no less than Robert 1. Wussler. presi¬ 
dent of CBS-TV, who this fall bluntly 
characterized the prime-time offerings 
of his rival, ABC, as “junk." 

ABC has moved into first place In the 
ratings, he charged, "because It has 
taken the Saturday-morning cartoon 
shows and moved them into prime time 
as live-action shows. This is comic-book 
stuff ... and I say It is junk.” 

He Is perfectly right, of course. What 
ABC serves up nightly is comic-strip 
stuff, without the skill or wit of the 
average cartoonist. But it is only a little 
junkier than most of the programming 
one finds on night-time TV, and it is 
simply carrying the "give the public 
what It wants" principle down to the 
lowest common denominator. 

What right does Mr. Wussler have to 
complain about that? Nothing but "the 
ratings” have determined the mass of 
programs on network TV. and if the 
ratings are that all-important, why 


shouldn't ABC sink to the depths in 
order to improve their competitive posi 
lion? 

What CBS and NBC are facing now Is 
classically called a reductio ad absur 
dum of their own long-held position 
ABC has merely gone a step further, 
making the ultimate move to intellec 
tual depravity, and captured the lar 
gest share of the viewing audience. It 
was eminently predictable that this 
would happen. 

But not until their own sales were 
hurting did CBS-TV utter a word about 
the moronic programming on any of the 
three major networks. When they were 
No. 1, no criticism was to be brooked 
Now, all of a sudden, there is something 
wrong with “junk" when a rival demon 
strates that the junkier the show, the 
bigger the audience. This is what we 
elitijts have been saying all along, and 
we are used to being rejected until w> 
are proved right.

Turkish 

coalition 

weakened 


ANKARA (Reuter) — Two 
deputies in the Turkish Na¬ 
tional Assembly resigned 
from Prime Minister Suley¬ 
man Demirei's Justice party 
during the weekend, bringing 
his coalition government 
within two setts of losing its 
absolute majority. 

Fethi Acar and Tuncay 
Mataraci said they quit be¬ 
cause they did not want to 
take responsibility for Tur¬ 
key suffering under the bur¬ 
den of the coalition. The Jus¬ 
tice party, now reduced to 187 
deputies, is the major part¬ 
ner in a three-way coalition 
split by internal wrangles. 

The coalition of the Justice 
party, the Moslem-oriented 
National Salvation party and 
the ultra-rightist Nationalist 
Movement party now com¬ 
mands 227 of the 450 seats in 
the National Assembly. 

The largest group in the 
chamber is the 214-member 
Republican People's party, 
which held power under Bu- 
lent Ecevit after the June 
election. Ecevit's defeat in a 
vote of confidence last July 
led to formation of Demirei's 
coalition.

A 19-year-old who pleaded 
with Judge Blake Allan In 
Victoria provincial court 
Monday not to be sent to jail 
received a six-month prison 
term and was told he should 
be introduced to work. 

Dennis William French, 
who pleaded guilty Nov. 14 to 
theft under $200 and fraud, 
told the Judge: "I'd do any¬ 
thing but go to jail.

Saanich man against a 12- 
year penitentiary sentence 
for kidnapping was rejected 
Monday by the B.C. Court of 
Appeal.

Kellington and a Victoria 
man. George Earl Storry, 22, 
kidnapped Cheryl Adele 
Muller last January along 
with her children Grant, then 
2Vi, and Deanne, then 14, 
with intent to hold them for 
ransom. 

On two extortions, one of 


them Involving Mrs Muller’s 
husband, Ronald, owner- 
manager of Tbe Warehouse 
grocery store In Colwood, 
who deposited close to $2,000 
In a paper bag on a Saanich 
street, Kellington and Storry 
were sentenced to eight years 
each. 

Storry was also sentenced 
to three years for possession 
of a sawed-off shotgun for a 
purpose dangerous to the 
public peace and Kellington 
was sentenced to two years 
for possession of more than 
$200 knowing it to have been 
obtained by commission of a 
crime. 

The sentences for the non- 
kldnap charges were made 
concurrent with the 12 years 
for kidnapping. Both men had 
previous criminal records.

"Tbe biggest threat comes 
from the mountain pine bee 
tie which kills all types of 
pines," Dr. D. A. Ross, ento¬ 
mologist with tbe Canadian 
Forest Service, said Monday 
“Losses in the period from 
1970 on have been increasing 
rapidly. 

The mountain pine bettle 
now covers an estimated 125,- 


000 acres, with the majority 
of the trees doomed. Roes 
estimated that B.C. loses 
enough wood each year to the 
pine bettle to build 4,$0( 
homes. 

Joining the budworm and 
the pine beetle in the race to 
demolish forests is the spruce 
beet;e. also a tree killer 

“Hie greatest rate of in¬ 
crease in any one pest is the 
spruce beetle,” Ross said. 
"Two years ago there were 
no Infestations of the spruce 
beetle, but over the last year 
it has started to spread rap- 
dily and could reach epide¬ 
mic proportions. Infestations

Montreal credit union 


Cash flows 


easily 
for labor 


MONTREAL (CP) — One 
of the best places to borrow 
money in Montreal is at a 
caisse populalre (credit 
union) branch in the down¬ 
town headquarters building 
of the Confederation of Na¬ 
tional Trade Unions. 

While other credit unions 
loan money al interest rates 
of 13 or 14 per cent, the CNTU 
branch offers mortgage loans 
at 10 per cent and loans for 
consolidating debts at 11 per 
cent. 

As well, part of the interest 
is returned to members if the 
branch has money left over at 
the end of the year. 

Although the amount 
varies from year to year, the 
CNTU’s credit union has re¬ 
turned 30 per cent of interest 
payments collected in mosl 
years. 


Marcel Ethier. manager of 
(he branch, says its philoso¬ 
phy can be summed up in one 
sentence: "More is given to 
those who need it than to 
those who have money." 

“We consider that the 
caisse populaire is made to 
help people, not to profit from 
them,” Ethier said. “We 
think that workers in many 
cases need help and It is 
through the caisse populaire 
that this can be done, not 
through the finance com¬ 
panies or the banks." 

The 1.245 caisse populaire 
branches in Quebec realized 
profits of $63 million in 1976. 
Of this sum. 42 per cent, or 
about $26.5 million, was re¬ 
turned to members. 15 per 
cent was paid in income tax 
and 43 per cent was placed in 
a general reserve fund 


No loan mystery 


In contrast, the CNTU 
branch returned 90 per cent 
of its "profits” to its mem 
bers. while 10 per cent went 
into a reserve fund. 

One reason the CNTU 
branch can afford to charge 
less for its loans is that it 
pays lower rates on savings 
accounts w ith chequing privi¬ 
leges. Term deposits, how 
ever. pay the same interest 
as in other caisse populaire 
branches, usually one or 1'* 
per cent more than banks. 

Michel Chartrand, presi¬ 
dent of the board of the CNTU 
branch, said some people 
said the lower rate of Interest 
paid by the branch on sav¬ 
ings accounts meant that the 
unions with deposits there 
were paid less interest. 

' Some say we are stealing 
from the unions," said Char¬ 
trand. who is also president 
of the CNTU’s Montreal 
council, "but what is co-oper 
ation if it is not to help work 
ers on strike by lending 
money to their union at a 
very low rate?" 

Chartrand said there was 
no mystery to how the branch 
was able to lend money at 
lower rates. 

"It's just arithmetic." said 
( hartrand. who is critical of 
the caisse populaire move 
ment in general. "Essential 
ly. it is due to the fact that we 
do not act like a capitalist 
credit union. 


“With their large, luxuri¬ 
ous buildings, with the big 
shots who sit on the board, 
the caisses have moved far 
away from the workers and 
from their primary role. 

"They are no different 
from the banks since they 
moved from their basements 
to the street corners." 

Camille Montpetlt. manag¬ 
er of another east-end Mon¬ 
treal caisse populaire. has 
his own explanation for the 
success of the CNTU branch 

"The fact that a large num¬ 
ber of the members and the 
funds of this credit union 
come from unions, union fed¬ 
erations and from the CNTU 
itself explains this situation," 
he said. 

"This type of member must 
leave a great deal of money 
in his current or savings ac¬ 
count. which gives inexpen 
sive money to the credit 
union that it can lend at an 
advantageous rate. 

“This sort of member is 
also more sensitized, by defi 
nition. to the needs of 
others." Montpetitsaid. "In a 
credit union like ours, (or 
example, a wider range of 
residents of the parish, the 
neighborhood, come here to 
try and economize. 

“It is more difficult to think 
in terms of favoring the bor¬ 
rower rather than the saver 
in the distribution of the ex 
cess revenue." 


Trudeau shows 
f lack of respect’ 


SASKATOON (CP) — Re 
cent comments by Prime 
Minister Trudeau show a lack 
of respect for the law and will 
in time make trouble for the 
Liberals. Ed Broadbenl. fed¬ 
eral NDP leader said during 
the weekend. 

Rroadbent told the Sas 
katchewan NDP convention 
it was a serious matter for 
the prime minister to say he 
was not bothered by illegal 
ROMP activities. 

“What response will he 
make when people in Quebec 
reject independence in a ref¬ 
erendum and the few remain¬ 
ing separatists say they, loo, 
can break the law because 
they believe their cause is 
right?" Broadbent asked. 

He said Trudeau was ac¬ 
cepting the logic and reason¬ 
ing of terrorist groups who 
would in time turn the tables 
on him. I 

In an interview after the 
speech. Broadbent said he 
hoped the question of RCMP 
security would not be an issue 
in the next federal election. 

He said he expected the 
government would $ee the 
need to clear up the' issue 
quickTy and get on with the 
economic problems plaguing 
the country. 

In his speech he empha¬ 
sized that only a small seg¬ 
ment of the RCMP was in¬ 


volved in law-breaking. He 
said the majority of the force 
wanted an end to wrong 
doing. 

He accused Trudeau of 
telling "a blatant lie” when 
he said opposition politicians 
were smearing the name of 
the force. 

Broadbent said the Liberal 
government had failed to re 
spect the tradition of ministe¬ 
rial responsibility in the secu¬ 
rity scandal and cabinet min¬ 
isters were blaming those 
under them instead of cor¬ 
recting the situation.

Featherbed file 
sent spy-fighter

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
RCMP’s former director of 
counter-intelligence mysteri¬ 
ously left Canada after taking 
early retirement on full pen¬ 
sion under a special deal with 
the government. Progressive 
Conservative Tom Cossitt 
charged Monday. 

Cossitt made the statement 
after unsuccessfully seeking 
in the Commons details "sur¬ 
rounding the RCMP career of 
Leslie James Bennett, for¬ 
merly head of E Branch, I Di¬ 
rectorate. security and in¬ 
telligence.” 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told the MP he had never 
heard the name and promised 
to refer the matter to Solici¬ 
tor-General Francis Fax, ab¬ 
sent Monday. 

Later, an RCMP spokesman 
refused to answer questions 
on the matter. 

Cossitt said outside the 
Commons that Bennett left 
the force one or two years ago 
in connection with the top- 
secret RCMP file code named 
Operation Featherbed.' 

The Conservative MP has 
charged that the Featherbed 
file concerns.the activities of 
senior civil servants suspect¬ 
ed of having espionage con¬ 
nections with Communist gov¬ 
ernment representatives. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman in 
the prime minister’s office 
said Monday that the Tas- 
chereau papers, concerning a 
royal commission set up in 


the late lS40s to investigate 
espionage among government 
employees, are being exam¬ 
ined by the government. 

The papers have been 
locked in the national ar¬ 
chives and published reports 
have said the findings are the 
source of much of the current 
RCMP scandals. 

Fox has confirmed the exis¬ 
tence of the file, but refused 
to reveal details, citing its ex¬ 
tremely sensitive nature.

CAIRO (ReuterV — Pre¬ 
parations for reconvening the 
Geneva Middle East peace 
conference have been com¬ 
pleted as a result of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s visit 
to Israel, Egypt’s Middle East 
news agency quoted an of¬ 
ficial Egyptian spokesman as 
saying Monday. 

The news agency said the 
siiokesman. who accompanied 
Sadat on his visit to the Jew¬ 
ish state, did not give a date 
or explain how the main bar¬ 
rier to reconvening the con¬ 
ference — the question of rep¬ 
resentation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization has 
been overcome. 

The agency quoted him as 
saying: "The visit was 100 
per cent successful. The 
Israelis have tried since the 
first day of the visit to settle 
all problems between Egypt 
and Israel and sign a (sepa¬ 
rate) peace treaty', but Pres¬ 
ident Sadat refused the offer.”

Election poses thorny issues part of schools 9 study

NANAIMO Directors of 
Nanaimo Regional District 
face two thorny problems as a 
result of Saturday's elections 
and a court decision an¬ 
nounced Iasi week. 

Failure of the Bel>an Parte 
recreation complex referen¬ 
dum Saturday means that it 
is almost mandatory’ the re¬ 
gion lock the doors on the 
Nanaimo area's two-year-old 
Sti.5 million recreation facili¬ 
ty. 

And. the quashing of Bylaw 
296. coupled with the election 
Saturday of the man who ini¬ 
tiated the court action against 
the bylaw, means that the 
zoning bylaws for Coombs- 
Hilliers-Errington are essen¬ 
tially dead, said board cliair- 
man Paul Smith. 

The scene at election return 
headquarters Saturday night 
was somber, as directors 
watched the Beban Park ref¬ 
erendum go down to defeat. 

The region had asked for a 
two mill increase in the 
Behan Park levy, from three 
to five mills. Higher than ex¬ 
pected costs of construction, 
interest rates and frozen 
assessments combined to 
make the facility run at a def¬ 
icit at three mills. 

Board chairman Paul Smith 
said Saturday night that the 
region was legally bound to 
close the facility* if it could 
not be operated on a break¬ 
even basis. 

Regional district adminis¬ 
trator Walter Hott said during 
the election campaign that it 
would take about 2.5 mills 
simply to pay debt charges on 
the complex and keep up in¬ 
surance. 

Gabriola Island, where an 
amazing 99 per cent of the 
voters turned out to cast bal¬ 
lots on regional director and 
the Behan referendum, was 
the final factor in the defeat 
of the complex referendum. 

The final overall tally 
against the recreation refer¬ 
endum was 3.605 against to 
3.443 for. 

Although the Gabriola re¬ 
turns were the last to arrive 
at election return head¬ 
quarters, and were enough to 
push the "no’ total higher, 
than the "yes” column, re¬ 
gional official* were glum as 
the results came in. 

The outlying areas, which 
had been exoeoted to oppose 
the increase, ' voted heavily 
against the referendum, and 
even in the central Nanaimo 
area the vote was closer than 
had been expected. 

Tine "no’ votes from polling 
stations at Waterloo. South 
Wellington. North Cedar, 
Chase River, Extension, Ga¬ 
briola. Harewood and Protec¬ 
tion Island were heavy

The election of Joseph Pul¬ 
len. as regional director in 
Area F. would seem to mean 


that Bylaw 296. zoning for 
that area, is dead, said boaid 
chairman Paul Smith. 

B.C’. Supreme Court Justice 
J. (J. Ruttan last week handed 
down the decision that 
quashed Bylaw- 296. 

In his decision, he com¬ 
mented that there had been 
failure to follow the proper 
procedure of advertising the 
bylaw, including the notice of 
hearing of the days and hours 
when the bylaw could be bi¬ 
sected. 

But. although the bylaw was 
quashed on a technicality, 
said Smith, the election of 
Pullen, who initiated the 
move to quash the bylaw, 
meant that the bylaw was 
now dead.

On Gabriola Island, where

dling of the proposed plan, 
but had said that a communi¬ 
ty plan might have to hurt 
some developers and land- 
owners.

NANAIMO — An elected 
trustee of the Islands Trust 
from Gabriola Island said 
Monday that he would take 
the results of the regional dis¬ 
trict election Saturday as a 
vote in favor of the trusts’ 
community plan for the is¬ 
land. 

Terry Hanna, one of two 
elected trustees from Gabrio¬ 
la. said an astounding 99 per 
cent of the islanders turned 
out to express their feelings 
on ihe community plan by 
choosing a candidate who has 
eitlter been for or against the 
plan. 

He said regional director 
.Joyce Lockwood, who was re- 
• elected, w&s »n favor of the 
plan although critical of meet¬ 


ings the Islands Trust had 
held in camera. 

Hanna told the Colonist he 
was glad the regional board 
election had come at this time 
because it had saved the 
trust, or him, the expense of 
holding a referendum on the 
plan. 

A public meeting held Oct. 1 
w-as "rigged” in favor of land 
development interests on the 
island, Hanna said, and he 
would have paid for a referen¬ 
dum himself if he had needed 
to find out the islanders' real 
views on the community plan. 

He said he w-as making a 
statement on the subject be¬ 
cause he felt everyone should 
realize what the results of the 
vote indicated and also be¬ 


cause he thought the island’s 
voters deserved recognition 
for their unheard of turnout 
percentage. 

Lockwood defeated Maurice 
Harrison by a vote of 495 to 
259. 

Interest in the election was 
intense, partly because of a 
series of anonymous litera¬ 
ture both pro and con the 
community plan that had 
been circulating on the island. 
Police had been investigating 
cne of the mailings to see if it 
was libefesus. 

Hanna said he was stir- 
prised the candidates had cho¬ 
sen to make the community 
plan an issue in the regional 
election since the planning 
function for the island would 


he turned over to the Islands 
Trust on Jan. 1. 

But he said since they dia, 
it was a ready-made opportu¬ 
nity for the trust to asses* re¬ 
action to tlie plan. 

At the Oct. 1 meeting, joint¬ 
ly sponsored by the regional 
district and the trust, there 
was almost unanimous opposi¬ 
tion to the plan which con¬ 
tains provisions for minimum 
20-acre lots for much of the 
island. 

Hanna said that candidates 
lz>ckwood and Harrison clear¬ 
ly represented two opposing 
I*oints of view on the commu¬ 
nity plan. He said literature 
on The election mailed by one 
developer had identified Har¬ 
rison as a person who would 


look out for the developers’ 
interests. 

Hanna said he agreed with 
Lockwood that the Islands 
Trust meetings sliuuld be held 
publicly on Gabriola but he 
said the elected trustees are 
outvoted by the government 
appointees and had never felt 
they could win the vote to 
have the meetings on Gabrio¬ 
la. 

Recently, an Islands Trust 
meeting was held on the is¬ 
land, he said, and he hoped 
tliey would continue to be. 

He said that to press the 
point he would personally boy¬ 
cott any meetings concerning 
Gabriola that were not held 
on tine island. 


NANAIMO - The 90 cent 
dollar is good for Canadians, 
but those people who are bet¬ 
ting money that the dollar 
will go down to 85 cents could 
be the cause of a further drop 
in the dollar.

If you gave 
him the prime minister's job. 
he wouldn’t know what to do 
with it.” 

He said that the Conserva¬ 
tives had made much of the 
chain of command in the 
RiCMiP and of the Liberals’ in¬ 
ability to manage the econ¬ 
omy. 

But, he cited two reasons no 
did not believe them. He said 
that he had seen the chain of 
command of the staff in 
Clark’s office mushroom to 49 
people. 

"Think of what he would do 
If he had the whole govern¬ 
ment to run.” 

And, Homer said, the Con¬ 
servatives had let their own 
political spending get out of 
control, and had spent $1 mil¬ 
lion in a non-election year. 

The question period in the 
Commons, Homer said, had 
become a charade. 

Wien he first was elected. 
19 years ago, the question 
period would range from 20 
minutes to an hour and a half.

Homer said, and MP's limited 
their questions to ones of ur- 
gent national importance. The 
speaker had often ruled ques¬ 
tions out of order. 

But, rules changes in 1968 
set the question period time 
limit at 40 minutes and now it 
alw-ays uses the full 40 min¬ 
utes. in a political sparring 
match, said Homer. 

Now, the question period 
was simiply a 40-minute en¬ 
durance test for the cabinet. 

“The speaker sits back and 
lets it go for the full 40 min¬ 
utes because he couldn’t shor¬ 
ten it if he w-anted to.” 

said that it was impor¬ 
tant for Canadians, who are 
seeing the question period for 
the first time on television, to 
understand this background. 

Homer said that his ap¬ 
pointment to the industry, 
trade and commerce portfolio 
was the prime minister’s way 
of recognizing the economic 
importance of the west to the 
rest ot the country. 

The country's current eco¬ 
nomic problems, he said, had 
been brought about partly by 
Canadians' ow-n laekadasical 
attitude. 

“Some people believed prof¬ 
it was evil, although that was 
never accepted by me. And, 
environmentalists nearly cut 
down growth completely.” 

He said the country should 
not go overboard and forget 
about the environment com¬ 
pletely but there should be a 
balance of jobs and environ¬ 
mental protect ion. 

World-wide inflation and the 
rising cost of energy had af¬ 
fected the Canadian economy 
adversely, he said. 

But he said he was con¬ 
fident the country could be¬ 
come self-sufficient in energy 
and the 90 cent dollar would 


he good for the balance of 
trade. 

There are buyers for Cana¬ 
dian products in the third 
world, he said, and the 
country- must make adjust¬ 
ments to capture this market. 

Canadians must also be¬ 
come better hosts, to encour¬ 
age tourist trade, he said. 

He was optimistic about the 
country’s economic future. 

“Rather than being pes¬ 
simistic about the future, 
rather than being ajiprehen- 
sive about the future, we 
should be confident.' 

"The atmosphere is clear 
and we're on the threshold ot 
tremendous expansion." 

Homer said, "I’m saying 
we’ll have to work harder in 
the years ahead, but if we do. 
they'll be good years."

Featherbed file 
sent spy-fighter 
into exile—Tory 


OTTAWA i CP) - The 
RCMP's former director of 
counter-intelligence mysteri- 
__ ously left Canada after taking 
early retirement on full pen¬ 
sion under a special deal with 
the government. Progressive 
Conservative Tom Cossitt 
charged Monday. 

Cossitt made the statement 
alter unsuccessfully seeking 
in the Commons details “sur¬ 
rounding the RCMP career of 
Leslie James Bennett, for¬ 
merly head of E Branch. I Di¬ 
rectorate. security and in¬ 
telligence.” 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
told the MP he had never 
heard the name and promised 
to refer the matter to Solici¬ 
tor-General Francis Fox, ab¬ 
sent Monday. 

I.ater. an RCMP spokesman 
refused to answer questions 
on the matter. 

Cossitt said outside the 
Commons that Bennett left 
the force one or two years ago 
in connection with the top- 
secret RCMP file code named 
Operation Featherbed. 

The Conservative MP has 
charged that the Featherbed 
file concerns the activities of 
senior civil servants suspect¬ 
ed of having espionage con¬ 
nections with Communist gov¬ 
ernment representatives. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman in 
the prime minister’s office 
said Monday that the Tas- 
chereau papers, concerning a 
royal commission set up in 


\ 

the late 1940s to investigate 
espionage among government 
employees, are being exam¬ 
ined by the government. 

The papers have i>een 
locked in the national ar¬ 
chives and published reports 
have said the findines are the 
source of much of the current 
RCMP scandals. 

Fox has confirmed the exis¬ 
tence of the file, but refused 
to reveal details, citing its ex¬ 
tremely sensitive nature. 

Cossitt told reporters Mon¬ 
day that government involve¬ 
ment from the highest levels 
prevented Bennett from dis¬ 
closing information on the file 
and resulted in his leaving 
Canada. 

Cossitt said his sources had 
told him that Bennett former¬ 
ly worked in the British se¬ 
cret service before coming to 
the RCMP. 

Cossitt said he knew the 
country Bennett was current¬ 
ly living in and would try to 
reach him within the next 
several days. There are un¬ 
confirmed reports that Ben¬ 
nett was in Australia. 

The MP said he could not 
reveal any of the circum¬ 
stances as to why Bennett left 
the force or whether he was 
fired. 

The contents of the Feath¬ 
erbed file were much broader

Helimkcn said the china 


would be on permanent dis¬ 
play at Victoria City Hall as 
soon as he found a suitable 
cabinet tor it. During next 
year's bicentenary of Capt. 
Cook’s landing at Nootka. 
part of the collection will be 
loaned to the Maritime Muse¬ 
um and to the city of Van¬ 
couver for display. 

Helmcken said that with the 
collection came proof that the 
china belonged to the Cook 
household. 

“We’re sure that it was in 
possession of Mrs. Cook.- 
Whether it was already part 


of the household before Cook 
died, vve can’t establish,” 
Helmcken said. 

He was made aware of the 
collection by Kenneth Savory 
of Duncan, who had inherited 
it as pari of an estate follow¬ 
ing the death of an a uni. 

“Ken phoned me one day 
and asked it 1 wunted to bor¬ 
row some Cook memorabilia 
for next year's celebration.’’ 
Helmcken said. 

In the end. he bought the 
collection, inslead of borrow¬ 
ing it. but Helmcken added

Axe for water district snagged 
a last resort, says Curtis

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis said late Monday 
night the provincial govern¬ 
ment would dissolve the 
‘ Greater Victoria Water Dis- 
tnct “as a last resort" if the 
GVWD is unable to come to 
an agreement with the Capital 
Region District and the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula Wafer Commis¬ 
sion on a water supply for the 
peninsula. 

If the GVWD were to be dis¬ 
solved, Curtis *aid, its func¬ 
tion would be taken over by 
the Capital Region. 

Dissolving the GVWD “is an 
option, but I don’t deny that it 
could he done/’ he said. 

“We’d rather see a solution 
between the GVWD. the CRD 
and the water commission, 
without that action necessary! 
I think the thing can be 
solved.” 

Curtis was commenting on 
a decision by Sidney council 
latp Monday night to refer the 
impasse in water negotiations 
to the pmvincil government. 

Council’s committee of the 
whole, recommended “to rep¬ 
resentatives on the Saanich 
Peninsula Water Commission, 
meeting on Nov. 24 (Thurs* 
day)', that the matter of a 
water supply through the 
t .VWD be referred to either 


the minister of municipal af¬ 
fairs or the Water Rights 
Branch for a final resolution." 

Councillors were unhappy 
with the GVWD's proposal 
that Saanich be allowed to 
take one million gallons of 
water a day. free of charge, 
from the section of pifteline 
that would run through that 
municipality. The section 
would be paid tor by the pen¬ 
insula. 

Saanich Peninsula region 
directors would like their con¬ 
stituents to pay the same for 
water that Victorians pay — 
18 cents a thousand gallons. 

According to projected fig¬ 
ures last month, peninsula 
water users may end up pay¬ 
ing about 51H cents a thou¬ 
sand gallons for water when it 
arrives on the peninsula in 
about a year. 

North Saanich mayor-elect 
George Westwood. Sidney 
Aid. Jerry Tregnskis and Cen¬ 
tral Saanich Aid. Dave Hill 
region directors for their re¬ 
spective municipalities 
agreed on Monday that they 
would seek to lower the 
wholesale price of water to 18 
cents a thousand gallons. 

The GVWD suggested this 
summer that peninsula resi¬ 
dents pay $1.22 a 'thousand 
gallon.*-, a I thou eh Victoria. 
Saanich. Oak Bay and Esqtli- 


malt were paying 18 cents a 
thousand ealions. 

The GVWD pmjxisal imme¬ 
diately hit strong opiosition, 
particularly from Central 
Saanich farmers Westwood 
also lambasterl the GVWD. 
saying last month that it re¬ 
sponds only to the wishes of 
its “corporate owners." 

U'esiwood said Monday "the 
time has come to consider a 
regional public utility so all 
the people can have even- 
handed rates.” 

In addition to paying a 
wholesale prtfe for water, 
peninsula water users can ex¬ 
pect to pay “something less 
than $4 per month per connec¬ 
tion" fop the capital expense 
of laying the line, Westwood- 
said. 

He said larger volume users 
like hotels could expect to pay 
sometliing greater than the $4 
per connection figure. 

He said the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula Water Commission saved 
$348,000 by buying up pipe 
under favorable market con¬ 
ditions last month. The saving 
on the pif>e, plus the fact that

users." means that the total 
amortization cost of about $4 
million < over a 25-year 
period t would piobably tie-

Aid David Paterson *aid he 
could only interpret the re¬ 
marks as a threat, and Aid.

Smith said that the local, 
representing .Saanich workers, 
was aware of a serious unem¬ 
ployment problem affecting 
organized construction trades 
in the area.

Barber *appalled ’ as dock talks halt 


Can’t afford to accept ‘No’ 


Victoria can’t afford to take 
no for an answer from the 
federal government on re¬ 
building the Ogden Point 
dock, Victoria NDP MLA 
Charles Barber said Monday 
night. 

He was commenting on a 
statement earlier Monday by 
Hershell Smith, president of 
Westcan Terminals Ltd., that 
he had abandoned negotia¬ 
tions with federal Transport 
Minister Otto Lang to restore 
the terminal that was de¬ 
stroyed by fire in Augusl, 
with the loss of at least 83 
direct jobs. 


Smith said the federal gov¬ 
ernment had failed to offer 
Westcan suitable incentive* to 
rebuild. The company is de¬ 
manding the right to collect 
revenue* from the dock. 

Barber said he was “ap¬ 
palled and dismayed by the 
federal government’s disinter¬ 
est and naivete. They have 
asked private enterprise to re¬ 
build Ogden Point so they (Ot¬ 
tawa) can collect revenues 
from it This is extremely 
naive: no wonder the negotia¬ 
tions collapsed.” 

Barber said he would ask 
provincial Transport Minister 


Jack Davis to start negotiat¬ 
ing with Lang for the transfer 
of the facility from federal to 
provincial hands. He would 
also be pressing Barry May- 
hew. the Industrial develop¬ 
ment commissioner who 
start* work Dec. 1, to take ur¬ 
gent action to save the dock 
and the jobs that go with it. 

Then, Westcan and other in¬ 
terested concerns could nego¬ 
tiate with a government that 
at least had concern for local 
interests, he said. 

“With a lot*more imagina¬ 
tion and commitment, Ogden 
Paint could be a vigorous en¬ 


terprise. Right now it is a 
burned out hulk covered with 
singed rats,” he said. 

Barber said there was 
something “fantastically at¬ 
tractive and magnetic" about 
Victoria's dock area. There 
were view* of the Sooke Hills, 
the Western Community and 
the Olympic Mountains. 

He suggested the dock *rea 
would be suitable for seafood 
restaurants and other tourist 
attractions as well as dock 
and port facilities for cruise 
and cargo ships.
